As Mr. Shevardnadze flew out of 
Jakarta for communist Indochi- 
na, Mr. Mochtar told a news 
conference: “He did not make 
any new proposals on Kam- 
puchea ... there are possibilities 
for a compromise ... out serious 
differences remain." 
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King visits Baghdad for 
talks with Iraqi leaders 


AMMAN (J.T.) — His Majesty King Hus- 
sein paid a brief visit to Baghdad on Sunday 
for talks with Iraqi President Saddam Hus-, 
sein. The talks were believed to have centred 
on the latest developments in the Middle East 
and the recent flare-up in the Iran-lraq 


warfront. 

The Jordan News Agency, Pet- 
ra, did not give details of the two 
leaders' talks, which were 
attended by high-level officials 
from both sides. Reporting the 
King's departure for Baghdad 
earlier in the day, the news agen- 
cy said the visit came in the 
framework of consultations and 
coordination between the two 
countries and topics to be discus- 
sed included the latest develop- 
ments in the Arab and interna- 
tional arenas and the Gulf war. 

The Iraqi News Agency (INA) 
said the King and President Hus- 
sein discussed “brotherly ties and 
the Arab situation in general." 

The meeting was attended on 


the Jordanian side by Prime 
Minister Zaid Rifai, Royal Court 
Chief Marwan Al Qasem, Court 
Minister Adrian Abu Odeh and 
Aimed Forces Commander-In- 
Chief General Sharif Zaid Ibn 
Shaker. Iraqi leaders attending 
the talks included First Deputy 
Prime Minister Taha Yassin 
Ramadan, Deputy Premier and 
Foreign Minister Tareq Aziz, In- 
terior Minister Saadoun Shaker, 
National Assembly Speaker Saa- 
doun Hammacfi, Minister of Cul- 
ture and Information Latif Nasif 
Jassem and Minister of State for 
Military Affairs General Abdul

The King and the delegation 
accompanying him were received 
upon their return by His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan, 
the speakers of the Upper and 
Lower Houses of Parliament and 
senior civil and military officials.

Assad pledges continued role in 
Lebanon and lashes out at critics 


DAMASCUS (AP) — President 
Hafez. Al Assad said Sunday he 
sent troops into Beirut on a 
humanitarian mission after un- 
precedented bloodshed in the ci- 
ty’s western sector. 

“We could not watch silently as 
Lebanon sank .in blood,” Mr. 
Assad said. “We could not be 
satisfied, like the others, with 
watching from afar and pouring 
out prayers and curses." 

He also acknowledged publicly 
for the first time that Syria was ' 
suffering from economic prob- 
lems. which he blamed on Israel 
and the United States. 

Mr. Assad, speaking before a 
crowd of thousands of people on 
the 24th anniversary of the rise of 
power by the Arab Baath Social- 
ist Party, praised his army’s 
achievements in Beirut. 

The 7,500 troops, backed by 
tanks, rolled into the western 
sector of the Lebanese capital 
Feb. 22 to quell a week of fighting 
between militias that left 300 peo- 
ple dead and 1,300 wounded. 

In the one-hour speech, the 
56-year-old president vowed to 
aid Lebanon until a settlement 
was reached in the 11-year-old 


civil war. 

Mr. Assad lashed out at “exter- 
nal voices" that criticised his in- 
tervention in Lebanon. 

He did not name these voices, 
but said their criticism was due 
“to the disappointment they suf- 
fered, after they saw their suspi- 
cious plans • for -that nation . col- 
lapse." ' 

It was not clear what he meant 
by “suspicious plans," although 
pro-Iranian militants have called 
for creation of an Iran-style Isla- 
mic republic in Lebanon. 

Iran, a strong ally of Syria, has 
denounced the killing of 23 mili- 
tants of Hizbollah, or Party of 
God, by Syrian troops in west 
Beirut on Feb. 24. 

Mr. Assad made the speech a 
few hours after a meeting (see 
story below) with visiting Iranian 
Interior Minister Ali Akbar 
Mohtasbemi, the first Iranian 
official to come to Damascus 
after the confrontation in Beirut. 

Mr. Assad said the Syrian army 
was sent into Beirut “on a huma- 
nitarian mission... after unpre- 
cedented bloodbaths and mas- 
sacres." 

The Syrian president also said

AMMAN (Petra) — His Majesty 
King Hussein sent a message of 
good wishes to Syrian President 
Hafez Al Assad on the occasion 
. of the anniversary of the- rise to 
power of the Arab Baath Socialist 
Party in Syria. The King wished 
President Assad continued health 
and happiness and the Syrian 
people' prosperity. 

the United States and Israel tried 
through threats and political 
pressures to force Syria to change 
its Middle East policy and agree to 
negotiate peace with the Jewish 
state. 

When that failed, he said, 
“they have begun to fight us with 
all these means, in addition to 
exerting economic pressures on 
us. But their chances of success 
are not going to be any better.” 

“If s tree that we have econo- 
mic difficulties," Mr. Assad said, 
making such an admission public- 
ly for the first time, but he said 
bis nation bad a “readiness and 
determination" to confront the 
problems. 


Syrian leader and Iranian 
minister review developments 


DAMASCUS (Agencies) — 
Visiting Iranian Interior Minister 
AH Akbar Mohtashemi discussed 
Middle East developments with. 
Syrian President Hafez Al Assad 
on Sunday, the Syrian Arab News 
Agency (SANA) reported. 

While the agency report did 
not mention Lebanon, diplomatic 
sources said Syria’s decision to 
send 7,000 troops into west 
Beirut last month took Iran by 
surprise. 

Iran’s relations with Syria, a 
key ally in its war with Iraq, were 
strained when Syrian troops kil- 
led 23 pro- Iranian Hizbollah 
(Party of God) fighters during 
their crackdown in militia vio- 
lence in Beirut. 

Iranian President All 
Khamenei said last Friday that- 
Tehran knew that the deaths of 
the Hizbollah fighters did not 
stem from Syrian government 
policies but warned that Syria's 
image might become tarnished. 

*3 hostages killed’ 

The Abu Dhabi-based Al Itti- 
had newspaper claimed Saturday 
that three hostages, believed to 
include two West Germans, were 
killed when Syrian forces took 
over the headquarters of Hizbol- 
lah in west Beirut. 

AlTttihad’s report could not be 
independently verified and well- 
placed sources in Lebanon dis- 
claimed any knowledge of the 
reported killing s, AP reported- 

The nationality of the third 
hostage was hot cited. 

In a Beirut-dated dispatch, Al 
Ittihad said unidentified senior 
military officials bad “very se- 
rious reports” related to the fete 
of a number of Western hostages 


and where they were being held. 

Similar reports about foreign 
hostages held by extremists in 
Lebanon have proved to be in- 
accurate. 

The paper gave no sources, but 
claimed the alleged reports were 
prepared by “U.S. embassy in- 
telligence Officers” in Beirut. 

There have been no indications 
from any source in Beirut that 
any hostages were slain in the 
Syrian storming of the Hizbollah 
base. 

The newspaper said that Angli- 
can church envoy Terry Waite, 
missing in Lebanon since Jan. 20, 
has been moved from the Shi’ite- 
held Sheikh Abdullah barracks in 
the Baalbek region to Syrian in- 
telligence quarters in An jar, near 
the Syrian border. 

The newspaper said that a 
number of American hostages are 
being held by two Shi’ ite dans, 
the Al Masheek and the Al Sal- 
loum, in the Magfaayer region 
near Baalbek. 

It added that French hostages 
were held in Taraya region by a 
narcotics dealer identified as AH 
AHo. 

Shi’ite fun dam entalist factions 
are believed to hold at least four 
of eight kidnapped Americans 
and ‘ four of six missing 
Frenchmen. 

The two Germans are among 
26 foreigners missing and be- 
lieved kidnapped in Lebanon. 

Rudolf Cordes and Alfred 
Schmidt were kidnapped in west 
Beirut in January. . 

In Bonn, the Die Welt news- 
paper said Friday that Mr. 
Cordes and Mr. Schmidt were 
bang held at the Iranian embassy 
in the south Beirut suburb of Hay 
Leja, a Shi’ite stronghold. 


Majority of 
Americans 
see Reagan 
more involved 
in Iran deal 

NEW YORK (R) — Nearly six of 
10 Americans surveyed believe 
the inquiries into the Iran arms 
deal will show President Ronald 
Reagan was more deeply in- 
volved than .he has admitted so 
far, according to a Newsweek 
magazine poll. 

The poll, however, found the 
president’s support has grown 
since last week, when the Tower 
Commission said he failed to ex- 
ercise enough authority over the 
operation that sold arms to Iran 
and diverted profits to Nicara- 
guan rebel forces. 

Forty-six per cent of those sur- 
veyed in the current poll said 
they disapproved of the way Mr. 
Reagan was handling his job, 
compared wife 53 per cent in a 
poll taken last week. 

However, two-thirds of Amer- 
icans surveyed said Mr. Reagan 
should become more involved in 
his administration, a key recom- 
mendation of the Tower panel. 

Mr. Reagan’s address to the 
nation on Wednesday, in which 
he said the aims deal was a 
mistake, did not appear to con- 
tribute to the increase in his 
support. 

About half of those surveyed 
said fee speech had no effect on 
their confidence in him. Twenty- 
five per cent said it made them 
more confident in him, while the 
same number said it made them 
less confident.

Golan Arabs clash with Israelis; 
woman shot and 9 policemen hurt 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — At least 10 people 
were injured on Sunday when 
hundreds of Arabs attacked 
Israeli police with knives and 
rocks during a demonstration in 
the occupied Golan Heights. 

Israel radio described the vio- 
lence in the village of Buqata as 
fee most serious in the Golan 
Heights since Israel occupied the 
strategic plateau in the 2967 war. 

Sources quoted by Reuter said 
one woman was shot in fee head, 
a policeman was stabbed and 
eight police officers were injured 


by rocks. 

The demonstration coincided 
with the 25th anniversaiy of the 
ruling Baath Party in Syria. Israel 
Radio said the demonstrators 
were answering the call of Syrian 
Television to stage anniversary 
protests. 

Israel occupied the Golan 
Heights in the 1967 war and 
“annexed" the area in 1981. 

About 16.000 Arab Dnize live 
in the strategic Israeli occupied 
portion of the Golan Heights. 
Another 8.000 Jewish settlers live 
on the heights. 


Most of the Golan Arabs have 
refused to take Israeli citizenship 
and still consider themselves Sy- 
rian citizens. Many have relatives 
on the non-occupied side of the 
Golan Heights, separated by Un- 
ited Nations peacekeepers. 

In Sunday’s demonstrations, 
several hundred school students 
raised black, white, red and yel- 
low Syrian flags in Buqata and 
Majdel Shams on the slopes of 
Mount Hermon. but the flags 
were tom down by police, a local 
source quoted by AP said. 


Panel to vote on immunity in Iran case; 
Poindexter ‘told Reagan of side benefits’ 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A Sen- 
ate committee could vote - within 
three weeks on panting immun- 
ity to former National Security 
Adviser John Poindexter and 
other key players in the Iran- 
contra affair. 

Meanwhile, the Washington 
Post reported in its Sunday edi- 
tions that Vice-Admiral Poindex- 
ter twice told President Ronald 
Reagan in 1986 that Iranian aims 
sales generated money for the- 
Nicaraguan contra rebels. 

The Post, citing “a well-placed 
legal source,” said Adm. 
Poindexter did not tell the presi- 
dent of illegal diversion of tbe 
money, but did say fee funds 
contributed by fee Iranians or 
Israelis were a “side benefit” of 
the arms sales. 

Tbe Tower Commission, 
appointed by the president to 
investigate fee Iran-contra affair, 
said it found no evidence to di- 
spute Mr. Reagan’s contention 
feat he had no knowledge of fee 
diversion. 

Some members of the Senate 
Select Committee are pushing for 
a speedy vote on immunity for 
key figures in the investigation, 
but other senators say that would 


be too soon. 

' One congressional source said 
the Senate panel was “moving 
toward a decision one way or the 
other” on whether to give im- 
munity to Adm. Poindexter and 
fired White House aide Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Oliver North, and 
perhaps Col. North’s associate, 
retired air force Major-General 
Richard Secord. 

But the source, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said it 
was too soon to say whether the 
necessary two-thirds majority of 
committee members would vote 
for immunity. 

The committee chairman. 
Democratic Senator Daniel In- 
ouye, is known to favour immun- 
ity but wants to avoid conten- 
tiousness over the issue and 
would Eke to have any decision 
be unanimous or near unani- 
mous. 

Committee attorneys are draw- 
ing up a plan for bow public 
bearings will be conducted, and 
part of that plan involves dealing 
wife fee immuni ty question, the 
source said. 

Meanwhile, the committee’s 
ranking Republican, Sen. Warren 
Rudman, said through a spokes- 


man Saturday that financial re- 
cords the committee staff 
obtained in Honduras and Miami 
will help the panel in what has 
become its primary task — trac- 
ing tbe money trail in the Iran- 
contra transactions. 

Contra leader Adolfo Calero 
conceded last week feat fee re- 
bels had received $200,000 from 
an account called Lake Re- 
sources, presumed to be the same 
Swiss account used for payments 
from Iran for U.S. weapons. 

Committee attorneys and some 
key senators beEeve that granting 
immunity to Adm. Poindexter 
and Col. North would not jeopar- 
dise the criminal investigation of 
independent counsel Lawrence 
Walsh, the congressional sources 
said Saturday. 

Sen. William Cohen said Fri- 
day he expected the committee to 
vote on the immunity question 
for the key players in the Iran- 
contra affair within the next two 
weeks. 

Democratic Sen. David Boren 
last week said he thought even- 
tually it would be necessary to 
grant immunity to Adm. 
Poindexter, but he mentioned no 
timetable. 


Kohl 

expects

accord 

BONN (Agencies) — West Ger- 
man Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
said in an interview on Sunday he 
expected Washington and Mos- 
cow to agree this year to abolish 
medium-range nuclear missiles in 
Europe. 

The newspaper Bild quoted 
him as saying: “I consider the 
chances of agreement in 1987 to 
be positive." 

He said Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev, who proposed the 
missile deal, and U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan had “taken im- 
portant steps in recent days to 
make successful negotiations 
possible in Geneva." 

Dr. Kohl said the West was 
aware of the threat of short-range 
nuclear missiles and Bonn wanted 
negotiations to start on reducing 
these immediately after agree- 
ment had been reached on 
medium-range types. 

The aim should be to reduce 
the short-range weapons, of 
which the Soviet-led Warsaw Pact 
countries bad most, to an equal 
figure at the lowest level, he said. 

Reagan attacks Moscow 

On Saturday, Mr. Reagan 
used his weekly radio address to 
attack Moscow over conflicts in 
Afghanistan and Nicaragua, 
ignoring the Iran-contra scandal 
amid reports of further White 
House staff changes. 

Using some of the harshest 
anti-Soviet rhetoric in several 
months, Mr. Reagan said peace 
would come to Afghanistan only 
when the Soviet Union withdrew 
its army and granted self-deter- 
mination. 

He also charged that Moscow 
was the root cause of unrest in 
Nicaragua, where Washington 
supports contra rebels fighting 
the government. 
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Israel cabinet blocks open 
debate on Pollard affair 


TEL AVTV (Agencies) — Israeli 
cabinet ministers demanded an 
official probe on Sunday into the 
Pollard spy scandal, but the gov- 
ernment moved to block pubEc 
discussion by referring tbe debate 
to a secret inner cabinet com- 
mittee. 

Communications Minister 
Amnon Rubinstein, one of three 
cabinet members who asked for 
an inquiry at tbe weekly session, 
said fee affair required investiga- 
tion because it had caused “un- 
precedented damage” to U.S.- 
Israeli ties. 

Tbe ministers demanded to 
know who made the “terrible 
decision" to hire former U.S. 
navy analyst Jonathan Jay Pollard 
to spy for the Jewish state, Mr. 
Rubinsteinn told reporters after 
the two-hour meeting. 

Israeli leaders have said the 
decision to hire Pollard came 
from lower echelons in the de- 
fence ministry. But new questions 
were raised in the wake of the 
promotion last week of his Israeli 
recruiter and Pollard’s sentencing 
on Wednesday to life in prison for 
selling Israel classified U.S. milit- 
ary information. 

Pollard, in a pre-sentenring 
document, alleged fear fee “high- 
est echelons” in Israel’s govern- 
ment were aware of his mission. 

Cabinet secretary Eiiakim 
Rubinstein said the 25-member 
cabinet voted to move the debate 


to a 10-member forum of senior 
ministers, which meets behind 
closed-doors. He said no date was 
set for tbe .meeting, but the com- 
mittee will next convene Wednes- 
day for a regularly scheduled 
session. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Sha- 
mir, Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres and Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin all opposed further 
inquiry into tbe affair, tbe Israeli 
media reported. 

But political sources said the 
three might propose the removal 
of Israeli air force officer Aviem 
Sella, who allegedly hired Pollard 
and was promoted last week to 
command one of the country’s 
most prestigious air bases. 

Mr. Shamir promised to report 
back in detail, probably on 
Wednesday, Israel radio said. 

“It is a very grave situation, -fee 
most important effect of which is 
in Israel’s relations with the Un- 
ited States, our closest friend 
from which we have received 
exceptional aid,” Mr. Rubinstein 
told reporters. 

Israel is getting $3 billion in 
U.S. aid this year, more than any 
other U.S. aid recipient. 

The row with Washington was 
rekindled when U.S. officials 
learned that Col. Sella had been 
promoted to commander of a big 
air force base. The United States 
then indicted Col. Sella for 
espionage. 


Faulty doors blamed for 
ferry disaster near Belgium 


LONDON (R) — Water pouring 
through fee bow doors was be- 
lieved to have caused a British car 
ferry to sink off Belgium, fee 
owners said Sunday. 

Paul Ovington, deputy director 
of public-relations for Townsend 
Thoresen, whose ferry keeled 
over off Zeebrugge on Friday 
night with 543 people on board, 
said the company believed the 
doors used to load iouies and 
cars were related to the accident. 

“We have accepted that it is 
something do wife fee doors,” 
Mr. Ovington told reporters in 
Dover, the ferry’s destination. 
“That is how the water rushed in 
because there is no other hole in 
the ship.” 

Resore teams have recovered 
58 bodies from the hull of the 
7,951-tonne roll-on-roll -off ferry 


Herald of Free Enterprise. Bel- 
gian authorities say 408 people 
were saved but there was virtually 
no hope of finding any of the 
missing still aEve. 

British Transport Secretary 
John Moore said he would make 
a statement to parliament on 
Monday setting out the form of a 
public inquiry into the disaster. 
(See page 8). 

Townsend Thoresen, which 
has two ferries identical to the 
Herald of Free Enterprise, says 
the ship was built in 1980 to the 
highest safety standards.

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Militia posters removed 
from west Beirut walls 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Boy scoots scraped militia 
posters from the bullet-pocked walls of west Beirut 
Sunday, watched by Syrian troops who have driven 
opposition gunmen from the streets, witnesses said. 


Undeterred by pouring rain, 
dozens of the scouts, aged from 
12 upwards, fanned out at the 
start of a two-day dean-up cam- 
paign. 

Some ripped at grimy layers of 
posters plastered onto walls, 
others sprayed white paint over 
slogans — even new ones like 
-‘‘the security of Beirut is the 
security of Syria.” 

Posters of Syrian President 
Hafez A1 Assad were spared, bat 
not those of Iran's Ayatollah 
Rubollah Khomeini, the missing 
Lebanese Shi’ite leader Imam 
Musa Sadr, local political chiefs 
■ or “martyrs” from ««iliria ranks. 

“I ask all Beirutis to share in 
this campaign. We should remove 
all the signs of war/’ said Toufic 
A1 Dika, scout group coordina- 
tor. “We should keep only pic- 
tures of President Hafez A1 
Assad in tribute to his help in 
keeping peace in this dty." 

More than 7,000 Syrian troops 
swept into west Beirut on Feb. 22 
to suppress rival opposition fac- 
tions after six days of militia 
street fighting which left over 200 
people dead. 

The Syrians killed IS pro-Ira- 
nian HizboDah (Party of God) 
militants during their crackdown 
on militia anarchy. 

* Hizbollah supporters, who 
shouted anti-Syrian slogans at a 
mass funeral for dead militants, 
turned out in thousands Saturday 
to welcome a new Iranian ambas- 
sador to Beirut 
The Syrians have not deployed 
in Shiite suburbs of southern 
Beirut or in the Falangist heart- 
land to the north. 

New Iranian envoy welcomed 
Iran's new Ambassador 


Ahmad Dastmaltchian vowed 
“ unlimi ted support” for guerrillas 
fighting Israel’s occupation of 
South Lebanon. 

As crowds chanted “death to 
America, death to Israel,” the 
bearded Dastmaltchian de- 
nounced as an “unjustified ugly 
crime” the recent killing of pro- 
Iranian Shi’ite militiamen by 
peace-enforcing Syrian troops in 
west Beirut. 

‘T am very sorry that my mis- 
sion as ambassador of the Iranian 
Islamic Republic should coincide 
with the painful tragedy that has 
befallen the Muslims in the 
world, especially in Lebanon and 
Iran, as a result of the killing of 
the 23 sons of Hizbollah,” Dast- 
ma If chian said. 

“The elements whose hands 
committed tins unjustified ugly 
crime should have realised that it 
serves the interests of American 
imperialism and Israel,” he said 
in a statement he read out to 
cheering crowds at Beirut’s 
Shi’ite suburb of Ouzai. 

Dozens of sheep were slaught- 
ered for the new ambassador as 
he walked to the forum to address 
the welcoming mass. 

His sharp criticism of Syria’s 
crackdown on Hizbollah, sug- 
gests Iran might oppose an ex- 
pansion of Syria’s law-enforcing 
drive to include the suburban 
Shi’ite shuns on Beirut's southern 
outskirts. 

There has been speculation af- 
ter the Syrian-HhdboOah Ha«h in 
west Beirut's Basta residential 
district on Feb. 24 that Syrian 
troops would be sent to curb 
militia lawlessness in the Shiite 
suburbs, where several foreign 
hostages are believed held. 


Extremist Shi’ite factions are 
believed to hold most of the 26 
foreigner currently missing and 
presumed kidnapped in Lebanon. 

President Hafez Assad's Syrian 
government dispatched 7,000 
troops backed by 100 tanks to. 
west Beirut on Feb. 22 to stamp 
out a week of street battles be- 
tween Druze and Shi’ite militias 
that left 300 people killed and 
1,300 wounded. 

The intervention was requested 
by Lebanon's five top Muslim 
government leaders and militia 
chieftains, who admitted they 
could not rein in the warring 

militia m m 

Syria is Lebanon’s main power 
broker. In addition to the west 
Beirut force, the Syrians maintain 
25,000 troops in northern and 
eastern Lebanon under a 1976 
peacekeeping mandate from the 
Arab League. 

But Iran’s influence has been 
steadily growing among the one 
million Shiites who make up 
Lebanon’s largest single sect 
since Iran’s revolutionary pat- 
riarch Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini seized power in 1979. 

Hizbollah is the standard bear- 
er of all pro-Khomeini fun- 
damentalist groups campaigning 
for the estabushment of an Isla- 
mic republic in Lebanon. 

Dastmaltchian was accompa- 
nied by a three-man delegation 
representing Khomeini to extend 
condolences to HizboDah on tire 
death of the 23 victims of the 
Hush With Syrians, an I ranian 
embassy statement said. 

Dastmaltchian's appointment 
ended a three-year Iranian strain 
with Lebanon’s President Amin 
Gemayel, who ordered the expul- 
sion of the previous ambassador 
in 1983 on charges of meddling in 
Lebanon’s domestic affajrs. 

Relations between the two na- 
tions had mm been kept at a 
charge d’affaires level. 


Junblatt urges major reforms to bring peace 


ROME (R) — A Syrian-backed 
plan to end Lebanon’s 12-year- 
old civfl war win not succeed 
unless wider reforms are intro- 
duced, Druze leader Walid Junb- 
latt said in "an Italian newspaper 
interview Sunday. 

“I don't see how we can be 
optimistic,” Mr. Junblatt said of 
the Syrian-sponsored package of 
constitutional reforms. “There is 
no chance of having real peace in 
Lebanon with (Falangist Presi- 


dent Amin) Gemayel in power 
and the Israelis occupying the 
South.” 

Mr. Junblatt, minis ter for pub- 
lic works in the Lebanese govern- 
ment, w i thdrew his forces from 
west Beirut to the Dmze-control- 
led Shouf Mountains when Syrian 
trooi» moved in two weeks ago to, 

end militia battles for control of 

the Muslim quarter of the capital. 

Interviewed in Lebanon, _ he 
told the Milan newspaper n Gior- 


nale the reforms being considered 
by Mr. Gemayel (fid not tackle 
the fundamental problems. 

“If we do not reform the armed 
forces they wiD remain an instru- 
ment of pressure and repres- 
sion,” he said- 

“Then there is the education, 
system — - Christian and Muslim 
children most study the same 
national history only then can we 
recreate a sense of Lebanese 
Identity.” 


Kurdish rebels strike back in Turkey; kill 8 


ANKARA (R) — Kurdish re- 
bels, whose hideouts in Iraq were 
bombed by the air force last 
week, struck back by raiding a 
village in south east Turkey and 
killing eight civilians, state radio 
said Sunday. 

Seven or eight guerrillas threw 
hand grenades into two homes at 
Adkyol near the Syrian border 
Saturday night and sprayed the' 
occupants with maebinegun fire 
as they tried to flee, it quoted 


Interior Minister Yildirim Akbu- 
lut as saying. 

It was the second serious attack 
by the jpebek in less than a month. 
On Feb. 22, guerrillas killed 14 
ci vilians in the village of Tas- 
delen, 150 kfiometres to the east 
on the Iraqi border. 

Turkey reacted last Wednesday 
to that raid by bombing hideouts 
it said were used by the rebels on 
the Iraqi side of the border. An 
unconfirmed report said more 


than 100 people were killed. 

Mr. Akbolut, before leaving 
for the scene of Saturday night's 
attack, vowed retaliation. “There 
is no doubt that the separatist 
bandits-, will be given die lesson, 
they deserve,” he tok) reporters. 

There was no word on whether 
the rebels had crossed into Tur- 
key from Syria. The border there 
is flat, unlike the nxnmtamoos 
frontier with Iraq, and is floodlit 
at night. 


Campaign 
starts for 
Egypt’s 

elections 

CAIRO (R) — Streets were de- 
corated with banners and flashing 
slogans as more than 3,500 candi- 
dates opened campaigning for 
general elections on April 6 for 
Egypt’s 448-seat parliament. 

President Hosni Mubarak, 
whose centrist National Demo- 
cratic Party (NDP) is expected to 
win a big majority, dissolved par- 
liament last month after a re- 
ferendum showed that nearly 90 
per cent of voters favoured such a 
move. 

Mr. Mubarak’s main aim in 
calling the election two years 
ahead of time for a new five-year 
session apparently was to dear 
doubts over the assembly's au- 
thority before he seeks a second 
term as president in October. 

The previous parliament was 
elected under a system requiring 
candidates to be member of poli- 
tical parties. Under a new elec- 
toral law introduced in Decem- 
ber, independents may run for the 
first time in aD 48 constituencies. 

General Ahmad Rassekh, bead 
of the Interior Ministry's Elec- 
tions Committee, told reporters 
about 2,000 candidates were com- 
peting for 48 newly-endorsed 
seats marked for independents. 
Hie rest were named by Egypt’s 
legal political parties. 

Main oppostion groups, rang- 
ing in ideology from socialist to 
old-guard conservative, initially 
agreed to run on a single-party 
ticket to bypass a rule stipulating 
they must receive eight per cent 
of the total vote to take up a seat 
But the deal fell through after 
die right-wing Wafd, tbs only 
opposition group to win seats in 
the last election in May 15)84, 
voted against an alliance. 

One street banner in Cairo 
Saturday, raised by the leftist 
Unionist Progressive Party, read 
“no to the killers of childr en ... 
no to conta m i n ated milk ” — re- 
ferring to reports that milk 
spoiled by fallout from the Cher- 
nobyl nuclear disaster last April 
was being shipped from Europe. 

Mr. Mubarak’s NDP, winch 
had 391 members in the old 
house, no mina ted candidates for 
all 48; constituencies.. 

The NDP campaign wiU focus 
on personal ' contacts, ' leaflets, 
and information published by the 
party’s newspaper, Mayo, to be 
issued daily, Information Minis- 
ter Safwat Sharif said. 

Gen. Rassekh said the Wafd, 
winch won 57 assembly seats in 
1964, will compete in 47 consti- 
tuencies. 

The Socialist Labour Party, the 
Liberal Party and the Muslim 
Brotherhood are running under a 
joint ticket. 

The Brotherhood, founded in 
1929 and with branches in various 
Arab states, seeks Islamic rule 
and represents the religious right 
in Egypt. . 

It has been banned rince 1954 
following an abortive attempt by 
one of its members to kill then 
President Gamal Abdul Nasser.

STOCKHOLM (R) — Further 
revelations about alleged govern- 
ment involvement in Sweden's 
arms smuggling scandal are due 
this week when a former foreign 
trade minister gives evidence to a 
parliamentary committee investi- 
gating the affair. 

Mats Hellstrom, now agricul- 
ture minister, is a key figure in 
accusations of a Swedish peace 
group that government ministers 
must have been aware of multi- 


antic — connived at the sus- 
pected smuggling by Sweden's 
biggest arms maker, Bofors. 

Government critics say Hell- 
strom’s unexpected removal last 
October from the foreign trade 
job, where he was responsible for 
weapons export licences, was an 
attempt to remove him from the 
focus of accusations as the Bofors 
affarc escalated.

Ingvar Carlsson have sharply de-

The second Bofors victim of 
jie SPAS smuggling accusations 
was claimed last Friday when 
Managing-Director Martin 
Ardbo resigned, saying be could 
not stay in charge while the police 
were investigating his firm. 

The first victim was former 
Managing-Director Claes-UIrik 
Winberc. who resigned as chair- 
man of the Swedish Employers’ 
Federation in November 1985 be- 
cause of the police and customs 
inquiries. 

The Bofors affair has been a 
painful embarrassment to Mr, 
Carlsson 's government and neut- 
ral Sweden's image as a leading 
. peace campaigner is under threat 
of being tarnished. 


GCC officials discuss 
joint action on AIDS 


KUWAIT (R) — Gulf Arab 
health officials have opened a 
two-day meeting to map out joint 
action against AIDS in an area 
where details of the MHer ail- 
ment's inroads are still largely 
shrouded in secrecy. 

The two-day talks bring 
together officials from the Gulf 
Cooperation Council (GCC) 
which groups Bahrain, Kuwait, 
Oman, Qatar, Saudi Arabia and 
the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE). 

Rashid Al Owaish, spokesman 
for Kuwait’s National AIDS Pre- 
vention Committee, said the 
agenda aims for a joint strategy in 
identifying and dealing with 
AIDS (acquired immune de- 
ficiency syndrome), and carriers 
of the virus. 

“Somebody who carries the 
virus, and who doesn't have the 
symptoms, should be dealt with 
in a different way than an AIDS . 
case with all the symptom s,” he 


Few states in the Gulf have so 
for officially acknowledged cases 
of AIDS, which breaks down the 
body’s immune defences. 

The ailment, first identified in' 
1981, Is most commonly associ- 
ated with homosexuals, but also 
attacks heterosexuals, in- 
travenous drug users and blood 
transfosian recipients. 


An American medical journal, 
quoting a report by a specialist 
hospital in Riyadh, two years ago 
disclosed the first two cases ack- 
nowledged in the Golf, in Saudi 
Arabia. Both were blamed on 
blood transfusions. 

Mr. Owaish last week revealed 
that a non-Kuwaiti had been 
identified as the fifth carrier 
found in Kuwait. 

Die others, apparently also 
non-Kuwaiti but of whom only 
one was identified as a Briton, 
were reported. 

In the UAE a top official said 
last November 70,000 migrant 
workers were screened in a year 
and 70 foreigners suspected of 
carrying the virus were expelled. 

-GCC officials at the Kuwait 
talks will exchange notes on their 
own countries' experiences over 
more than a year since they first 
met here to discuss the problem 
in February 1986. 

Action taken so for includes 
selective screening of individuals 
as well as blood used in transfu- 
sions. There have been reports of 
bans on at least some blood im- 
ports. 

Saudi Arabia in 1985 ruled that 
all foreigners seeking entry must 
prove themselves AIDS-free, but 
is believed to have been flexible 
applying the regulation..

Chad daiins 13 Libyans killed 


N'DJAMENA, Chad (AP) 
Chadian forces have darned with 
Libyan troops in the western 
footinBs of tile Tibesti Mountains 
killing 13 Libyans and destroying 
two of their Soviet-designed T-55 
tanks, the government of Presi- 
dent Hissene Habre announced. 

According to a communique, 
the battle took place around the 
outpost of Wour, 1,600 
kilometres north of the capital, 
N'djamena, on one of the desert 
trades leading from the embattled 
Tibesti Mountains to Libya. 

A Libyan armoured car was 
destroyed at Zouar, 160 
kilometres farther south, the 
communique said. 

In the first battles reported in 
the 25-year-old Chad war since 
December, 25 Libyans were re- 
ported kille d earlier in the week 
around Wour, and 38 others at 


Kintimi, 80 kilometres north* of 
■ the major Libyaurcontrolled base - 
of FayarLargean. 

The government gave no 
account of casualties in its own 
forces.

Chad. 


TEL AVIV (AP) — As witness 
after witness claims that retired 
U.S. autoworker John Demjan- 
juk is Nazi death camp guard 
“Ivan the terrible,” Demjanjuk’s 
attorneys counter with a defence: 
Human memory is frail. 

For the timebeing, the Dem- 
janjuk trial revolves around the 
question of his identity. Neither 
the prosecution nor the defence 
has produced infallible proof of 
his role in World War II. 

Demjanjuk’s American attor- 
ney, Mark O’Connor, says his 
client was never at the Treblinka 
death camp in Poland where Ivan 
terrorised prisoners. 

He says Demjanjuk, 66. is him- 
self a victim, fenced because of 
mistaken identity to leave a com- 
fortable retirement in Ohio and 
stand trial in a foreign country far 
from famil y and friends. 

Mr. O'Connor contends that 
failing memory and the power of 
suggestion have persuaded wit- 
nesses to identity his client as 
Ivan, who he says was actually 
killed in a bloody 1943 prisoner 
uprising. 

In an effort to demonstrate 
how a sharp memory blurs with 
time, Mr. O’Connor has asked 
survivors to testify at length on an 
intricate web of details — the 
location of burial pits at Treb- 
linka, tiie colour of Ivan’s uni- 
form, the height of a barbed wire 
fence. 

“All this is extremely impor- 
tant in terms of the mind and 
memory of the man pointing a 
finger at my client,” Mr. O’Con- 
nor told the court. “I know how 
hard it is to remember after near- 
ly half a century.” 

Mr. O’Connor also has noted 
the survivors have spent time 
.together discussing Treblinka and 
the guard Ivan, especially during 
the last 10 years of hearings lead- 
ing to the revocation of Demjan- 
juk’s U.S. citizenship and bis 
extradition to Israel. 

Their joint talks, Mr. O’Con- 
nor has indicated, may have 
obscured their individual memor- 
ies about Treblinka and the guard 
Ivan. 

‘T am trying to examine the 
witnesses’ mental state when they 


absorbed into their memory the 
information they are now stat- 
ing,” Mr. O'Connor was quoted 
as saying in the weekly Kotcrit 
Rashit, his only interview since 
the trial opened. 

"Then I am examining wha: 
happened to tbat information 
during the almost 50 years that 
have passed since then. And 
finally. I’m examining what their 
mental state is today,” he was 
quoted in the interview. 

The death camp survivors cal- 
led to the stand, some stooped 
with age. some with failing 
eyesight or bard of hearing, are 
occasionally caught in contradic- 
tions or confusion. 

Memory's fallibility was exhi- 
bited most strikingly by 86-year- 
old survivor Gustav Boraks. who 
had to be helped on and off the 
witness stand and had trouble 
hearing many of the questions. 

Boraks at one point appeared 
unable to remember the name of 
his youngest son. Later, he told 
the court he had travelled from 
Israel to the United S:z:e> to 
testify in the I9"8 extractfticn 
bearing for Fedor Federenko. also 
accused of being a Treblinka 
guard. 

“How did you travel to Amer- 
ica?” Mr. O'Connor asked. 

“By train,” Boraks answered.- 

Most of the prosecution witnes- 
ses were not as uncertain. 

Demjanjuk himself doesn’t 
deny now that he bed to U.S. 
immigration authorities in 1952 
when he was seeking to come to 
the United States. He told them 
he had been a fanner in Sobibor. 
site of another Nazi death camp, 
during World War II. Today, be 
says he was in German prisoner- 
of-war camps. 

The most damaging piece of 
paper possessed by the prosecu- 
tion. the so-called Trawniki docu- 
ment, was submitted ’ into evi- 
dence on Thursday. It is allegedly 
an identity card issued to Ivan 
while he was al Trawniki, a train- 
ing- camp for Ukrainians who 
later became guards at Nazi ex- 
termination centres. 

Mr. O’Connor contends the 
document, supplied by the Soviet 
Union, is forged.

British delegation studies financing 
for development projects in W. Bank

AMMAN (J.T.) — A delegation 
from die Overseas Development 
Agency at the British Foreign 
Office on Sunday met with the 

under secretary of the Ministry of 
Occupied Territories Affairs, Dr. 
Ahmad Qatanani, and expressed 
the British government's desire to 
help finance the Jordanian-spon- 
sored five-year development plan 
for the occupied West Bank. 

_ The delegation leader said that 
his team will make a study of the 
projects included in the plan be- 
fore a decision can be made on 
financing. Britain earlier pledged 


£5 million to help Jordan imple- 
ment the plan in the occupied 
territory. Half of this sum will be 
channelled through the Jordanian 
government while non-gov- 
ernmental British institutions will 
take charge of implementing pro- 
jects with the other half of the 
grant. 

At the meeting Dr. Qatanani 
explained Jordan’s plans for de- 
veloping social and economic sec- 
tors in the Israeli-beid Arab areas. 
Hie meeting was attended by the 
British charge d’affaires in 
Amman 


Jordan’s five-year plan 

The British delegation arrived 
in Amman earlier Sunday and, 
according to the Jordan News 
Agency, Petra, its members will be 
meeting with government offi- 
cials to discuss Jordan’s (1986- 
1990) five-year national develop- 
ment plan. 

Petra said that the British gov- 
ernment had earlier pledged to 
give Jordan £10 million as a grant 
to help the Kingdom finance a 
number of capital projects in- 
cluded in the five-year plan. 


Committee to prepare for int’l 
conference on Jordan’s history 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A planning 
committee for the international 
conference on the history and 
archaeology of Jordan will open a 
meeting in Amman today under 
the chairmanship of Minister of 
Tourism and Culture Mohammad 
A1 Khatib. The conference is to 
be held in the French city of Lyon 
in 1989 under the title archaeolo- 
gical sites and patterns of settle- 
ments over the ages. 

The committee comprises the 
directors of the Department of 
Antiquities and the Royal 
National Geographic Centre, the 
under secretary of the French 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs for 
archaeological affairs, several 
directors of-, antiquities depart- 
ments from a number of coun- 
tries, scholars from the Universi- 
ty of Jordan, Yarmouk Universi- 


ty and a number of European, 
American and Canadian universi- 
ties. 

The committee was formed 
upon the directives of His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
and its activities have been orga- 
nised by the Department of Anti- 
quities which has to date held 
three conferences dealing with 
the history and archaeology of 
Jordan. 

The conferences were held in 
the British dry of Oxford, in 
Amman and most recently in 
Tubingen, West Germany. Hie 
department has also supervised 
the printing of two volumes on 
the subject and work on the third 
volume is underway, and is ex- 
pected to be completed and ready 
for distribution towards the end 
of this year.

So far, both men, apart from^ *’ 'recently in the total daffies - Skid 
journalists who are running to fill 
the nine seats of the assodation’s 
counril, have registered their 
names for the election, scheduled 
to be held this Friday. 

In an opeD debate held on 
Saturday, both runners promised 
to upgrade the association's 
socio-cidturaJ activities as well as 
the medical insurance program- 
me benefiting 185 members. 

Their election platforms, as out- 
lined in an open debate held on 
Saturday, were seen by observers 
as revolving on similar if not the 
same themes. 

Both candidates said they 
would reactivate an artide in the 
association’s amended law of 
1983 which calk on all printing 
foundations in Jordan to pay the 
JPA annually one per cent of 
revenues from running private 
and public ads in the local news- 
papers. 

Apart from these fees, the 
association’s revenues come from 
the government — which ear- 
marks a sum of JD 6,000 — in 
addition to membership fees paid 
by both members and press 
foundations, other donations and 
aid programmes. 

Mr. Sakkijha, 60, said more 
revenues would enable the JPA 
to launch new programmes such 
as a journalists’ training centre, 
an institution for conducting pub- 
lic opinion polls and informatics. 


and a meeting place for the press. 

Mr. Sakkijha, and Mr. Majali, 
who are both former JPA presi- 
dents, told an audience of more 
than 120 media men they would 
work towards achieving a stan- 
dardised minim um monthly wage 
for journalists: 

Referring to the officially 
approved pension scheme for 
journalists, both nominees said 
they would pursue efforts to com- 
pel the government as well as the 
press foundations, in addition to 
die beneficiaries, to take part in 


that finances for supporting the 
step would be an annual JD 20 
membership fee, JD 6 of which 
would come from the journalist’s 
monthly salary, and other alloca- 
tions from the JPA's fiscal 
budget. Under the scheme, each 
journalist who has served for 25 
years or who has readied the age 
. of 60 will be entitled to a monthly 
retirement salary of JD 100. 

Mr. Sakkijha and Mr. Majali 
also pledged to widen the umbrel- 
la of the JPA’s present housing 
and health insurance schemes to 
indude non-active journalists 
who are exduded from such be- 
nefits under the present legisla- 
tion. 

Both promised they would 
work towards implementing all of 
the JPA’s goals as outlined in the 
law, inducting a provision which 
calk for guaranteeing freedom 
for aO journalists in areas related 
to their work. 

Although Mr. Sakkijha impli- 
citly stated that he would work 
towards securing the present and 
future freedom of both journal- 
kts and the press, Mr. Majali was 
more outspoken on this issue. ‘T 
hope that the new JPA executive 
council will be more cooperative 
with the legislative powers in 
finding means to define the gov- 
ernment’s official policy vis-a-vis 
the country’s media system, Mr. 
Majali said. 



Envoy states 
Malaysia’s 
support for 
Arab causes 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Malaysia's 
non-resident ambassador to 
Jordan Datuk Mokhtar Ahmad on 
Sunday voiced his- country’s total 
support for Arab causes, includ- 
ing the rights of the Palestinian 
people, and described the Pales- 
tine problem as the first and 
foremost issue for the Islamic 
world. 

Addressing a press conference 
in Amman, the ambassador said 
that Malaysia has always sup- 
ported a unified Arab stand 
which, he said, is considered the 
first step leading towards all out 
unity among Islamic nations.. 

Mr. Ahmad described Jorda-. 
nian-Malaysian relations as 
strong and characterised by 
brotherly cooperation in political - 
and economic fields. He said that 
the two countries hold identical 
views on various world issues and 
cooperation within the Organisa- 
tion of Islamic Conference 
(OIQ. 

Reviewing Jordanian-Malay- 
sian economic and trade rela- 
tions, Mr. Ahmad said that they 
are continually being developed 
with the purpose of benefiting 
the peoples of both countries. 
Jordan imports Malaysian palm 
oil, timber, bamboo and canned 
food while Malaysia imports 
Jordanian phosphate. 

The ambassador called for the 
establishment of a joint Jorda- 
nian-Malaysian company to

Haj Hassan addresses Arab 
labour meeting in Baghdad 


BAGHDAD (Petra) — Minister 
of Labour Khaled A1 Haj Hassan 
told an Arab Labour Organisa- 
tion (ALO) conference in Bagh- 
dad that Israel was continuing its 
arbitrary measures against Arab 
workers in occupied Palestine 
and going ahead with plans to 
confiscate Arab lands and build 
colonies on Arab land. The 
minister said that Israel has con- 
fiscated 2,665,114 dunums of 
Arab land, nearly 48 J per cent of 
the total area of the West Bank 
since the 1967 occupation and has 
to date built 193 settlements and 
colonies in the Arab region. 

Mr. Haj Hassan, who is repre- 
senting Jordan at the conference, 
said that Israel was pursuing a 
policy of racial discrimination 
against the Arab people under its 
rule with particularly harsh action 
against Arab workers and trade 
unions. Israel also continues to 
take repressive measures against 
Arab economic and social institu- 
tions, and this policy is dearly 
aimed at forcing the Arabs to 
abandon their homeland, the 
minister added. 

He said that a team from the 
International Labour Organisa- 
tion (ILO) visited Jordan during 
a tour of the area last January and 
was provided with full reports, 
documented information, data 
and statistics on Israel’s atrocities 
and its confiscation of Arab land 


and inhuman treatment of Arab 
workers under its rule. 

The minister called on the 
ALO to double its efforts to serve 
immigrant Arab labourers and to 
improve their living conditions. 
He also called for increased coop- 
eration between the ALO and 
Arab states in the transfer of 
technology which, he said, would 
benefit national development. 

Mr. Haj Hassan expressed Jor- 
dan’s support for an ALO report 
on promoting the role of technol- 
ogy in the Arab World, especially 
in the area of serving economic 
and social needs in Arab states. 

Support for Iraq 

In his speech, the minister ex- 
pressed support for Iraq in its 
steadfastness in the face of Iran’s 
on-going aggression. Mr. Haj 
Hassan said that Iraq k defending 
its territory and the Arab nation 
at large in the face of Iran’s 
expansionist designs. Mr. Haj 
Hassan added that the war, which 
has lasted for more than six years, 
has caused huge economic and 
manpower losses and has also 
reduced chances for cultural and 
scientific advancement in the 
Arab region. 

The Jordanian delegation to 
the ALO meeting groups repre- 
sentatives of the government, 
employers and businesses in Jor- 
dan as well as Jordanian workers.

Also Sunday, Mr. Ahmad met 
with the under secretary of the 
Ministry of Awqaf and Islamic 
Affairs, Dr. Abdul Salam AJ 
Abbadi, with whom he reviewed 
bilateral cooperation in Islamic 
cultural affairs. 

Dr. Abbadi spoke about his 
ministry's role in supporting the

Week-long seminar focuses on role of 
women in social and economic progress

AMMAN — A seven-day semi- 
nar on the causes of Jordanian 
women concluded by linking 
women’s issues with social and 
economic development in the 
Kingdom. 

The women’s committee of the 
Jordanian Writer’s Association 
(JWA), which organised the 
week-long seminar, said at the 
close that one of the most impor- 
tant objectives of the discussions 
was to arrive at a general, posi- 
tive consensus that deals with 
women’s causes and their role in 
social planning, economic de- 
velopment and the creation of a 
comprehensive, positive aware- 
ness for men and women alike, in 
order to promote women’s just 
struggle for a harmonious 
society. 

On the occasion of Internation- 
al Women’s Day, which Jordan 
celebrated yesterday. 35 partici- 
pants presented papers on va- 
rious issues related to women. 
Based on the discussions that took 


place and the objectives of the 
seminar, the JWA women’s com- 
mittee made several recom- 
mendations. 

Since women play a major role 
in education, ■the committee said 
it was imperative to solve female 
teachers’ problems in the govern- 
ment and private sector and in 
the United Nations Relief and 
Works Agency’s (UNRWA) edu- 
cational sector. 

The committee pointed out the 
great responsibility shouldered by 
those who work in education, ana 
who are responsible for instruct- 
mg a new generation capable of 
advancing progress and develop- 
ment in Jordan and the Arab 
World. 

On the subject of legal issues 
pertaining to women, the com- 
mittee said that some modifica- 
tions to the labour and civil status 
laws were necessary in order to 
ensure- greater participation for 
women in social and economic 
development. 

The committee also called for 
the application of a five-year de- 


velopment plan dealing with 
women so that discrimination and 
women’s difficulties in all sectors 
would be eased. 

They also suggested that wri- 
ters .prodiice a more balanced 
image of the relationship between 
men and women. The patriotic 
role of Palestinian women in the 
occupied territories was especial- 
ly noted with reference to their 
role in bringing up a patriotic and 
active generation of youth. The 
committee issued a call to the 
Ministry of Health to increase its 
allocations and to give more 
attention to preventive medicines 
and primary health care. 

The committee also pointed 
out the necessity of asserting the 
unity of the women’s movement 
and the development of centres 
and institutions tackling women's 
problems. This was in line with 
Mrs. Laila Sharafs opening 
speech to the seminar last week. 
The- former minister of informa- 
tion stressed the need for a com- 
prehensive and united women’s 
movement to achieve progress. 


Hindawi opens seminar for 
educational guidance staff 


IRBID (Petra) — Minister of 
Education Thouqan Al Hindawi 
said Sunday that Jordan had wit- 
nessed an enormous development 
in education over the past four 
decades and that the number of 
students now amounts to one 
third of the population. 

In a speech delivered at Yar- 
mouk University at the opening 
ceremony of a seminar on educa- 
tional guidance, the minister 
added that Jordan was still look- 
ing forward to an improvement in 
the quality of education and that 
all efforts were being concen- 
trated to achieve tfais goal 


through various means, one of 
which was educational guidance. 

Yarmouk University President 
Mohammad Hamdan reviewed 
the university's efforts to serve 
the educational sector and said 
the university has established a 
centre for educational research 
with the aim of developing and 
improving educational techniques 
ana raising the standard of ednea- 
tioualists.

M’bow, ministers review plans 
and programmes of new 
UNESCO offices in Amma n 

Director general promises continued efforts to protect 
historical, cultural and religious sites in occupied territory

AMMAN — The United Nations Educational, Scien- 
tific . and Cultural Organisation (UNESCO) will 
continue its drive to protect cultural sites and 
religious establishments in the occupied Arab terri- 
tories, UNESCO Director General Amadou Mahtar 
M’bow said Sunday, noting that Israel’s occupation 
of Arab land, including Arab Jerusalem, was 
unacceptable under international law. 


Mr. M’bow was speaking dur- 
ing a meeting with Minister of 
Education Thouqan Hindawi 
with whom he discussed subjects 
pertaining to the UNESCO re- 
gional office which was opened in 
Amman on Saturday. 

Mr. M’bow said that UNESCO 
will set up an informatics training 
centre in Amman to promote 
education and administration. He 
praised the Ministry of Educa- 
tion’s efforts and its drive to link 
Jordan’s needs with education 
and training, adding that UN- 
ESCO will continue to extend 
support to Jordan in providing 
expertise and advice in all educa- 
tion-related affairs. 

Mr. M’bow expressed UN- 
ESCO’s appreciation and grati- 
tude to His Majesty King Hussein 
and His Royal Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan for the facilities 
offered to UNESCO's office in 
Amman so that the organisation 
could pursue its educational and 
cultural mission in the Arab re- 
gion. 

He said that Jordan's decision 
to host the UNESCO office was a 
constructive one serving the in- 
terests of Arab countries. The 
UNESCO director said that the 
withdrawal of certain countries 
from the organisation would not 
affect its world-wide program- 
mes. The United States and the 
United Kingdom withdrew from 
UNESCO in protest against what 
they said was its mismanagement 
and anti-western bias. 


who ' spoke about Jordan's en- 
deavours for promoting cultural 
activity and the annual festival of 
arts and culture at the Greco- 
Roman dty of Jerash where he 
said cultural programmes are pre- 
sented by different troupes repre- 
senting various world cultural 
backgrounds. 

During the meeting, Mr. Kha- 
tib also spoke about" the role of 
the Jordanian information media 
in promoting culture and he 
voiced Jordan's appreciation to 
UNESCO for its help to Jordan 
in implementing its national 
cultural plans.

Mr. Hindawi briefed the UN- 
ESCO director on Jordan's edu- 
cational and vocational training 
programmes. 

Following the meetig with Mr. 
Hindawi, the UNESCO director 
held a meeting with Minister of 
Culture Mohammad Al Khatib 


and UNESCO in education 
fields. Mr. M’bow said UNESCO 
will be cooperating with the 
Ministry of Higher Education to 
help carry out its projects. Mr. 
M’bow invited Dr. Assad to visit 
the UNESCO headquarters in 
Paris for further discussions on 
the subject. 

In the afternoon, Mr. M’bow 
delivered a lecture at the Uni- 
versity of Jordan in which he 


reviewed Afro- Arab relations 
over the ages, cultural coopera- 
tion between Africa and the Arab 
World, the role of modem cultu- 
ral activity in promoting interna- 
tional understanding, the role of 
UNESCO in culture and educa- 
tion world-wide and the problems 
which the Arab and African na- 
tions are presently facing. 

Mr. M’bow said that his orga- 
nisation cannot please all nations 
at once but that solidarity and 
cooperation among nations re- 
garding the handling of huma- 
nitarian issues and general educa- 
tion should be worked on. 

UNESCO has been regarded 
as a tool for helping peoples to 
overcome obstacles that impede 
understanding and cooperation, 
he said. UNESCO has carried out 
its “East-West” project which 
was a serious attempt to promote 
understanding and cooperation 
among various cultures of the 
world. Mr. M’bow pointed out. 
He said a second project was 
carried out later to highlight sci- 
entific and cultural hklory. and 
currently UNESCO is conducting 
research and studies ou various 
aspects of Islamic, Asian and 
European cultures. 

At the international level, he 
said, UNESCO has over the 
years set up various forms of 
inter-governmental cooperation 
concerned with environmental 
sciences and research on natural 
resources; and at the regional awri 
sub-regional level, UNESCO de- 
velops cooperative, scientific and 
technological research program- 
mes. At the national level, the 
organisation assists member 
states in policy-making and plan- 
ning in tiie field of science and 
technology, he continued. 

According to Mr. M*bow, UN- 
ESCO embarked on a program- 
me in 1973 to speed up the 
change in the role of culture 
from the activity of an elite group 
in society to a necessity claimed 
by all. This inyqtyes training l spe- 
. statists -in oiitori.. development, 
arts admbnstratknr and the orga- 
nisation -of cultural events. 

The UNESCO director refer- 
red to the current challenges that 
face the Arabs and Africans and 
said that tins situation calk for 
increased and close cooperation 
between the two sides so that 
they can attain their goak in 
scientific and technological fields.

Women work for progress 

JORDAN, along with the rest of the world, yesterday 
celebrated International Women’s Day with interest and 
enthusiasm. The media opened their channels for females 
across the country to express their views and air their pleasure 
and grievances as women saw fit and advantageous. Sunday 
saw the culmination of a week-long series of local activities, 
indnding s eminar s and cultural events organised by various 
private and public organisations to discuss issues relevant to 
Jordanian, and Arab women. These fruitful activities have 
again shown that Jordanian women are still striving to promote 
their role and to contribute towards the country’s development 
process and prosperity. 

During the various gatherings, much was said about 
liberation -and equality, and also on traditions and values, in 
addition their role as a cornerstone in Jordan’s development 
schemes. Some ladies complained of discrimination, others 
warned a gains t too much freedom and westernisation. In some 
instances, the social mentality was blamed for the deprivation 
and suffering of many women, whilst other speakers pointed 
the finger at shortfalls in legislation and education for what 
they called backwardness and inaction. In all, it was a practical 
exercise in thinking about and analysing the problems of 
women in Jordanian society, and we can only commend the 
nature and usefulness of such lively debates. 

As usual and characteristic of any society women’s issues did 
not only concern the ladies who spoke out and argued. In 
Jordan, daring the past few days, male voices were also raised 
here and there to discuss and counter-argue, while others even 
went as for as suggesting that the whole debate about women’s 
rights and liberation is tangental to the social structure of oar 
society. Right or wrong, our viewpoint remains that women 
need all the encouragement qnd support they can get to 
participate more actively in oar development and social 
progress. 

Although, these discussions acknowledged that much has 
happened to further the cause of women, half the population 
are still a long way from attaining their alms and objectives 
regarding job positions, and the social, legal and economic 
frameworks governing their status. At this stage, thorough 
reappraisal of the women’s movement, its success and failures, 
is needed in order to judge whether or not the women’s 
movement has identified with the philosophical, practical and 
ideological identity of Arab women in the 20th Century. 

Yet, this does not imply that it is too late to find solutions to 
the present situation erf women here and in the region. New 
doors and venues can still be opened, and new means to allow 
women to achieve their aims can still be discovered. Bnt 
certainly, priority has to be given to the establishment of a 
strong women's movement with well-defined goals which would 
allow women to folly develop their potential energies. It is 
really sad that women in the area are still looking for answers 
to how they could assume their responsibilities and share in the 
burden of building this country and others, when women of 
many other nations are already feeling a sense of fulfilment and 
achievement in farms, factories, and homes around the world. 
But, the struggle has to go on. There, is no other way. 



AJ Ra’i: The need for a summit 


IT seems that solidarity among Arab states has drawn the attention of 
the European Community nations which have been urging the Arabs 
to hold a summit meeting at which Arab leaders can explicitly air 
their views about the proposed international Middle East peace 
conference. Once the Arabs have voted unanimously for holding 
Such conference, the European Community will be in a stronger 
position in its attempts to convene it and persuade the United States 
and Israel to take part in the negotiations- Therefore, formulating a 
joint Arab stand and joining Arab ranks have become essential if the 
Arabs are to achieve success on the international scene and enlist real 
support for their just cause. The Arab leaders should meet in order to 
decide on the form of negotiations they should conduct with Israel 
following the opening ceremony at the international conference. 
Israel's Foreign Minister Shimon Peres has been saying that the 
opening is a formality after which the Arabs and the Israelis can hold 
direct talks to reach agreement. We believe that an Arab s ummi t is of 
paramount importance at the moment, not only to decide on these 
questions alone but also to discuss issues of common concern.

KING Hussein's talks with visiting Soviet roving ambassador Mikhail 
Sytenco are within his continuing efforts for convening an interna- 
tional conference to solve the Middle East question- It is no secret 
that the point of view of the Soviet Union and Jordan are quite 
identical on this issue; and both have been urging other nations to 
help convene the proposed international parley so that a lasting 
peace can be achieved.

THE year was 1988, the arms of the dock Indicated 11:45, the 
venue was the Palais des Nations in Geneva and the occasion was 
the international peace conference on the Palestinian conflict. 

The Arab delegates had earlier held marathon caucuses behind 
closed doors, on the eve of the opening of the conference, which 
had continued till the early hours of the day set for the first plenary 
session of the conference. Pocke red -faced and red-eyed, marking 
the scars of yet another impromptu squabbling, the chiefs of the 
Arab delegations were ushered in to the conference hall by the 
U-N. chief of protocol, followed by their advisors and other 
members of their delegations who looked annoyed and not at ease. 
They all took their respective seats around a huge horseshoe table 
as the flash-bulbs of cameramen continued to follow and harass 
'their eyes. They did not seem to enjoy the limelight and dreaded 
the presence of newsmen from all comers of the world. 

In contrast, the Israeli chief delegate had arrived on that fateful 
morning with ruffled feathers but with marked confidence. He took 
his prescribed seat on the conference table and was followed by his 
advisors who carried bulging briefcases. Ensemble, they had the air 
of overconfident card-players determined to “slaughter" their 
counter-part players. The cameras of newsmen followed the faces 
of the Israeli delegation with excitement and curiosity. The 
Israelis seemed to enjoy the attention accorded them and their eyes 
did not even wink against the intruding sudden clicks of the 
cameras. Rather they glowed with delight as if they were hunters 
.gathered for the final kill. 

Heading the conference table were the two co-chairmen of tbe 
conference:- Mr. George Shultz, the U.S. secretary of state, and 
Mr. Eduard Shevardnadze, tbe Soviet foreign minister. Mr. Perez 
de Cuellar, the U.N. secretary-general, was seated on the right 
hand side of the Soviet co-chairman. Behind him sat his assistants 
and aides in a solemn and ceremonial way. The other foreign 
minis ters representing the remaining permanent members of the 
U.N. Security Council took their assigned seats around the 
conference table and In between tbe delegations representing the 
parties to the conflict. Their aides and assistants likewise sat behind 
them in silence and nervousness. They immediately began to open 
their briefcases which were foil of maps, resolutions and rules of 
procedure. 

It was a momentous occasion as the conference on the Middle 
East was finally convened to deal with the Palestinian conflict. The 
opening session, scheduled for 11:00 a.m. had in fact started some 
45 minutes late in true tradition of U.N. meetings. The U.S. 
co-chairman, Mr. George Shultz, declared the plenary meeting 
open and offered his apologies for the delay which he attributed to 
the consultations held earlier to remove the last remnants of discord 
on the rules of procedure to govern the deliberations of the 
conference. All other outstanding differences between the partici- 
pants, he declared, had been aired out and cleared up earlier. Mr. 
Shultz made then his opening statement in which he reiterated his * 
government's commitment to a peaceful resolution of the Palesti- 
nian conflict on the basis of U.N. Security Council Resolutions 242 
and 338. He emphasised that the full meaning and scope of these 
resolutions must be the subject of direct negotiations between the 
parties to the conflict. He also made a passing complimentary 
remark to the Camp David accord between Israel and Egypt and 
implied that he wished the remaining parties to the conflict had 
followed suit. While emphasising the need for direct negotiations 
and the break up of the talks into several committees, he glossed 
over the issue of whether the objectives of these talks should be to 


The new Reagan, 
like the old, likes to 
speak In absolutes

NEW YORK — The new Ronald 
Reagan who made his debut the 
other night says things are going 
to be different now. But he shows 
familiar traits, despite his prom- 
ise of a change in style. 

As the president acknow- 
ledged, he often speaks with his 
heart and with his good inten- 
tions. For 25 years, that’s been 
part of his political magic. Now it 
is one of his problems as he seeks 
to undo the damage of the Iran- 
contra affair. 

From his earliest days in 
national politics, Reagan said he 
did not deal in subtleties but in 
clear, sharply etched proposals 
and positions. 

He tended to be certain, to be 
categorical and sometimes to be 
wrong. At times over the years 
that became an annoyance, but 
not until Iran did it become a 
major problem. When necessary, 
Reagan would simply disavow, 
disown or deny statements and 
positions that had become obsta- 
cles. 

Tbe agenda changed and a hew 
certainty could replace the out-

arrive at a one package deal or a string of separate deals between 
the Israeli delegation on one hand ami each and every Arab 
delegation on the other. 

The Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard Shevardnadze took the floor 
immediately after Mr. George Shultz and declared that the Soviet 
conception of peace in the Middle East called for total Israeli 
withdrawal from all the Arab territories occupied by Israel in 1967 
as demanded La Resolutions 242 and 338. He insisted that any 
separate negotiations between the various parties should serve as a 
prelude to general Arab-Israeli negotiations with a view to arrive at 
a package deal between them on the basis of the U.N. Charter and 
Resolutions 242 and 338. He reiterated his government’s rejection 
of Camp David-styled accords which he described as anathema to 
the quest for general Arab- Israel peace treaty, and repugnant to 
the creation of an independent Palestinian state, which he 
described as imperative for the permanent resolution of the 
Palestinian conflict in all its aspects and dimensions. 

After the two co-chairmen ended their addresses to the confe- 
ence, the U.N. Secretary- General Perez de Cuellar took the floor 
and made bis debut on behalf of the U.N. organisation. He 
reiterated various provisions of the Charter which called on all 
member states of tbe U.N. to settle their disputes by peaceful 
means. He also called for the implementation of Security Council 
Resolutions 242 and 338 and hi ghlight ed the principle of the 
inadmissibility of acquiring territory by force. He further empha- 
sised the need to oner the Palestinian people a just and durable 
settlement which they had been denied for many decades already. 

The other foreign ministers representing the remaining perma- 
nent members of the U.N. Security Council followed suit and 
enunciated their respective positions and interpretations of Resolu- 
tion 242. The French foreign minister announced in the most 
emphatic and categorical words that Resolution 242 meant total' 
Israeli withdrawal from all the Arab territories; and added that be 
saw merit in conducting piece by piece peace agreements between 
the various Arab parties and Israel. The British foreign minister 
reminded the conference that his government was the godfather of 
' Resolution 242 and that his delegation could solemnly declare 
therefore that the extent of withdrawal envisioned by that 
resolution was up for grabs and that it was up to the negotiating 
parties to decide on that point. The Chinese foreign minister, on 
the other hand, declared in his address to tbe conference that Israel 
should withdraw from all the Arab territories including Arab 
Jerusalem and that tbe Palestinian people should have their own 
independent state. He also expressed the preference of his 
government for a general Arab- Israel negotiations rather than 
breaking up the negotiations into separate negotiations with each 
and every Arab delegation respectively. 

The time was now approaching 12:45 when the Jordanian chief 
delegate, spokesman for all Arab delegations, took the floor to 
address the conference on behalf of all Arab delegations. Hours 
earlier there were some squabbling between the Arab chief 
delegates about who should address the conference in die name of 
the Arab governments. The Syrian and Palestinian chief delegates 
wanted separate opportunities to address the conference to outline 
- their respective point of views about the projected negotiations and 
peace settlement. The compromise position struck between the 
chiefs of the Arab delegations was a classic show of superficial 
accord. It reflected to a great deal tbe extent die showmanship 




worn tenet. 

So the man who once de- 
nounced social security as a 
“flagship of the liberal cause” 
could campaign a generation later 
as a champion of that system, 
insisting he'd never been against 
it.

charges, in exchange for an .ac- 
cused Soviet-spy — with the pres-

ident insisting there had been no 
trade when its was a matter of 
federal court record. The public 
reaction was one of relief that a 
dispute with Moscow had been 
settled. 

But public tolerance did not 
extend to the secret arms deal 
with Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini's Iran, the nation that 
kidnapped an embassy and finall y 
freed its U.S. hostages on the day 
Reagan was inaugurated.

Scottish separatism stirring again

EDINBURGH, Scotland — 
Scottish separatism is stirring 
again, eight years after the last 
failed push for self-government. 

But unlike tbe previous cam- 
paign's flavour of kilt-and-bag- 
pipe nationalism, tbe present 
surge of separatist feeling is 
fueled almost entirely by econo- 
mics. 

Many Scots aren't looking for 
ai-parate statehood, but for de- 
volution — the authority from 
Britain to do their own house- 
keeping through an elected 
assembly with tax-raising powers. 

With its traditional reliance on 
shipbuilding, textiles, steel and 
mining, Scotland has borne tbe 
brunt of Britain's shift away from 
heavy industry toward tourism, 
financial services and high-tech 
manufacturing. 

Many Scots believe that Lon- 
don bankers, not Glasgow ship- 
builders, set the government's 
priorities and that Prune Minister 
Margaret Thatcher is indifferent 
to Scotland’s problems. 

The mood of helplessness 
heightened last year with a string 
of major job losses in shipbuild- 
ing and steel, the slump in Scot- 
tish oil revenues, and most re-. 


cently, tbe closure of the Cater- 
pillar tractor plant near Glasgow. 

Meanwhile, a property-tax sys- 
tem that last year doubled the 
burden on many homeowners has 
chafed the middle classes. 

According to opinion polls, 80 
per cent of Scots want some sort 
of self-government. Both major 
Scottish newspapers endorse de- 
volution, as do the two leading 
churches. The Scottish trade un- 
ion movement has also switched 
emphasis from class struggle to 
separatism. 

“We’ve seen aU our major in- 
dustries ravaged, we’ve seen un- 
employment go up to almost 
400,000 in real terms. We will not 
stand by and see a further period 
of devastation,” says Campbell 
Christie, secretary-general of the 
Scottich Trades Union Congress. 
“The trade union movement 
now, after seven years of Mis. 
Thatcher in power, are more con- 
vinced than they were in 1978 and 
19?9 about the importance of 
devaluation.” 

Scotland, which merged with 
England in 1707, already has 
some independence, such as a 
separate legal and educational 
system. In 1979, Britain’s Labour 
government gave Scots a referen- 
dum on devolution. 

The government stipulated that 


40 per cent of registered voters 
had to support the plan. Bnt 
two-thirds of Scots didn’t bother 
to vote and the devolutionists 
mustered only 32.5 per cent. 

The defeat left the Scottish 
nationalism movement in dis- 
array. The Scottish National Par- 
ty, which seeks full independ- 
ence, fell from 11 seats to two 
among the 72 Scottish members 
of the House of Commons in 
London. 

The National Paitv has recent- 
ly mounted a comeback, doubling 
its seats in municipal elections 
last May to place it second behind 
the Sooalist Labour Party. It 
expects to win at least seven 
House of Commons seats in the 
next election. 

Separatists range from the in- 
dependence-seeking National 
Party to the Campaign for a 
Scottish Assembly, an alt-party 
pressure group that wants to keep 
Scotland in the United Kingdom 
under a separate assembly with 
tax-raising powers similar to U.S. 
state legislatures or Swiss can- 
tons. 

With Britain’s next general 
election required by mid-1988, 
the devolution issue has become 
more prominent. 

Scotland traditionally supports 
the Socialist Labour Party, which

last year, compared with 1,761 
pounds ($2,641) in England. 

While conceding that heavy In- 
dustry has declined, the Con- 
servatives say tiie government has 
brought in high-tech industries, 
boosted tourism and made Edin- 
burgh an attractive investment 
centre.

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^ Government introduces a new India to attract more tourists

NEW DELHI, India — To fore- 
ign travellers, India Han always 
meant the exotic — mystics on 
the banks of the Ganges, temples 
to strange gods, the Taj Mahal 
gleaming white under the moon. 

Now its government is tiying to 
sell a new India, full of adventure 


and fun, to complement the mys- 
ticism of the. east. 

“Hie theme which sold so far 
was India as a cultural destination 
temples and die Taj Mahal,'* 
said Adi M. Sethna, chairman of 
the India Tourism Development 
Corporation. “But now it is being . 
sold for what it is. ... a place to 
come and have a relaxed 


holiday." 

Advertisements depict India as 
a hotbed of outdoor activity, in- 
cluding skiing, river rafting, hik- 
ing and ballooning. 

The goal is to boost the tourism 
industry and get badly needed 
foreign exchange. It seems to be 
paying oft, as India last year 
recorded one million visitors for 


the first time. 

In the 1985 — 86 fiscal year, 
India gained 18 billion rupees, or 
$1.4 billion, from tourism. But 
the boom is not without its prob- 
lems. 

Tourists mean further crowd- 
ing in cities, already loaded with 
people, making tansportation and 
lodging difficult 

“You can't get a hotel room 



here for love or for money," said 
Rabindra Seth, public relations 
manager of the exclusive Taj 
Hotel chain, describing New De- 
lhi in March, the height of the 
tourist season. 

Along with scarce hotel rooms, 
transport is overcrowded and cus- 
toms and immigration officials 
are testier than usual. 

In an effort to improve condi- 
tions for visitors, the government 
increased the tourism budget 
from 140 million rupees ($10.7 
million) in 1986-87 to 230 million 
rupees in 1987-88 — a 65 per cent 
hike. Some of the money is for 
new resorts. 

“Tonrism in India grew in a 
haphazard manner," said Nitish 
Sengupta, director general of the 
Tourism Department. “But now 
we are tiying to expand our gol- 
den triangle of Delhi-Jarpur-Agra 
by developing other resorts." 

Agra is the site of the Taj 
Mahal, and Jaipur, the pink city, 
also is a traditional tourist des- 
tination. 

Now, there are plans to de- 
velop tire hilly, misty northeast- 
ern states of Mizoram, Assam 
and Manipur, untouched even by 
Indian tourists, or perhaps the 
exotic Andaman ana Nicobar is- 
lands off the eastern Indian coast. 

The new plans also take into 
account the low-budget and mid- 
dle-class tourist. Because a trip to 
faraway India is a long and costly 
air voyage, the idea is to provide 
a dean bed, safe water and better 
transport at a reasonable rate. 

As in the past, low-budget 
travelers can follow the “hippie 
trail” frequented by disillusioned 
Westerners from the beaches of 
Goa to the holy city of Benaras to 
peaks of the Himalayas. 

To present a better initial im- 
pression, immigration counters at 
major airports will be manned by 
younger and more courteous 
officers, tourism officials said. 

In addition, the government 
has increased its advertising 
budget by tenfold since 1984 in an 
effort to lure travelling Amer- 
icans and Europeans. 

Movies such as “Gandhi" and 
“A Passage to India" also raised 
interest among foreigners, and 
package tours named after the 
films have sprung up. 

Those in private tourist busi- 
ness say they are encouraged by 
the government's efforts to prom- 
ote India as a tourist attraction. 
But they also say the government 


Memory lapses not 
uncommon but not 
always serious

CHICAGO — Memory lapses of 
the kind President Reagan may 
have experienced in recalling 
aspects of the Iran arms affair 
seem to be a common part of 
ageing and do not always signal a 
deeper problem, according to ex- 
perts in the field. 

“There doesn't seem to be any 
doubt there is a significant de- 
cline in memory performance 
When you get older," said Steven 
Ferris, associate professor in the 
department of psychiatry at New 
York University medical centre. 

None of the specialists inter- 
viewed by Reuters commented 
directly on the cognitive abilities 
of the president, who turned 76 
last month. And they said old-age 
forgetfulness must be disting- 
uished from such serious impair- 
ments as Alzheimer's disease. 

Ferris said that some degree of. 
memory loss may be a normal 
function of ageing. 

“We’re not talking about de- 
mentia," he said, using the word 
that experts prefer to senility. 

“We're talkin g about a wide 
range of normal activities in peo- 
ple over 65. There’s no question 
they feel subjectively that their 
memory isn't as good as it used to 
be." 

Long-term retention of new 
information is often the aspect of 
memory most affected, Ferris 
said. 

“Information you learned a 
long time ago probably isn't going 
to be affected very much. The 
ability to bold information for a 
few minutes is not. But what 
happened hours or a few days ago 
may be,” he said. 

According to the Tower Com- 
mission, the panel appointed by 
the president to probe White 
House and National Security 
Council (NSC) actions in the Iran 
arms deals, Reagan said he could 
not remember some of the ded? 
sions that led to the covert opera- 
tion. 

Howard Baker, Reagan’s new 
chief of staff, was quoted recently 
as saying die president has a good 
grasp erf sensitive and complex 
issues but if the subject was 
brought up two months later “the 
half-life of that memory was 
short." ■ 

The former Tennessee Repub- 
lican senator . added that he 
thought that was true of many 
people, including himself. 

Medical experts distinguished 
between that type of memory 


loss, and the serious memory 
problems caused by such physical 
problems as Alzheimer’s disease, 
Parkinson’s disease or strokes 
that affect millions of Americans. 

Alzheimer’s disease — which 
gradually erases the entire mem- 
ory — is believed to affect as 
many as 20 pex cent of the U.S. 
population over 80, and perhaps 
six per cent of those over 65. 

According to a report issued by 
the U.S. Office of Technology 
Assessment, Alzheimer’s disease 
afflicts between 1.2 million and 4 
million Americans, and accounts 
for 50 to 75 per cent of all cases of 
senility. 

Dr. Robert Butler, a former 
bead of the National Institute on 
Ageing and a Pulitzer prize win- 
ning author in the geriatric field, 
has said that the once-held belief 
that everyone would become 
senile if they lived long enough 
has been disproven. 

He has said society appears to 
suffer from “memory perform- 
ance anxiety," mistaking mere 
forgetfulness for something more 
serious. Unless memory loss is 
continuous and disabling, he 
theorises, it does not signal a 
disease. 

Thomas Hess, an assistant pro- 
fessor of psychiatry at North 
Carolina State University and a 
memory specialist, told Renters: 
“There are physiological changes 
that are associated with normal 
ageing that will have a de- 
trimental impact on re- 
membering. 

“The thing we still don’t really 
understand is the degree to which 
our experience as we grow older 
can affect the decline. 

On standard memory tests, be 
said, older adults tend to perform 
more poorly than university stu- 
dents. Bnt experts do not know 
whether that proves pyxiological 
decline or merely reflects such 
factors as unfamiliarity with 
testing. 

When experience is built into 
the tests, be said, older adults 
tend to do as well as the younger 
ones, although young ones are* 
generally better rote learners. 

“If you ask older adults what 
they’ve forgotten they say it’s 
things that have happened in the 
past week, not the things that 
happened 20 years ago,” Hess 
added. 

Some studies have reported 
that older people in certain 
occupations — orchestra conduc- 
tors, for example — tend to be 
longer Hved arm more alert than 
those, in less demanding jobs. 


Battle for evening newspaper 
market sparks price war

LONDON — A surprise three- 
way battle for London’s evening 
newspaper market has sparked a 
price war and a giveaway bonan- 
za including five free houses, a 
trip to New York and a race- 
hone. 

The contest pits rival newspap- 
er magnates Robert Maxwell and 
Lord Rothennere in a fight that 
promises to be long, loud and 
laden with even more goodies for 
readers. 

After six years with only one 
evening papier, Londoners sud- 
denly ted three to choose from on 
Feb. 24 — one more than ex- 
pected. 

The capital had been set for the 
debut of Maxwell’s London Daily 
News, ballyhooed as Britain's 
first 24-hour paper and launched 
with champagne, fireworks, 5,000 
balloons and prizes including a 
two-week vacation in New York, 
a car, videos and cash. 

But Rothennere, whose Lon- 


don Evening Standard had mono- 
polised the evening market since 
1980, pulled one of the biggest 
surprises on Fleet Street, the ci- 
ty’s newspaper row. On the eve 
of Maxwell's launch, he 
announced that he was resurrect- 
ing the Evening News, which he 
had killed off six years earlier. 

Czech-born Maxwell, 63. a 
Socialist tycoon who bought Mir-, 
ror group newspapers in 1984, 
denounced the move as an “ob- 
vious spoiler” and promised a 
fight to the end. 

“If they want competition, we 
will see who has the biggest pock- 
et,” he said. 

Rothennere, 61, the last of the 
traditional .Fleet Street press 
barons who heads Associated 
Newspapers, conceded it was a 
spoiler bnt promised the Evening 
News would become permanent 
if it proved successful. 

London's evening news war is 
part of a national circulation bat- 
tle that began early last year with 
the shift to high-technology print- 
ing and the weakening of the 


once powerful print unions. 
Newspaper production became 
profitable after a long period of 
losses. 

Britons now have a choice of 13 
national morning dailies, includ- 
ing two launched in 1986 — To- 
day and The Independent. 

The London Evening Standard 
bad prepared to compete with the 
Daily News with a major facelift, 
and it offered five free homes in 
London plus competitions for a 
racehorse and a greyhound. 

On Feb. 24, the Daily News hit 
the stands selling for 20 pence (32 
cents), the same price as die 
Evening Standard, while the 
Evening News sold for 15 pence 
(24 cents). 

Six days later, Maxwell cut the 
price of the Daily News to 10 
pence (16 cents) to undercut the 
Evening News, but the latter’s 
price was promptly dropped to 5 
pence (8 cents). 

Maxwell claimed the Daily 
News, which prints one morning 
and four afternoon editions, has 
been “an outstanding success’.’ 


must first upgrade existing facili- 
ties, provide new hotels, improve 
air links between cities, make 
telephones work and ensure safe 
drinking water. 

At least three major hotels that 
were scheduled to open in New 
Delhi by October 1983 have not 
been completed. 

Seth, whose Taj group is one of 
the largest five-star chains in In- 
dia, says the government expects 
the private sector to cany the 
harden of the tourist boom and 
provides no incentives. 

“There is paucity of land,” he 
said. “You have to go to 30 

different windows to get approv- 
als to build a hotel.” 

If India reaches its target of 2.5 
milli on tourists a year by 1990, 
the government estimates there 
will be a shortage of 27,000 
rooms, Seth said. 

The problems extend outside 
the hotels, where tourists are 
often greeted by shabby taxis, 
bumpy roads, non-working tele- 
phones and hundreds of beggars 
and touts offering brass locks, 
maps, guided tours, shoeshines 
and narcotics. 

Apparently the mystic qualities 
keep them coming. 

Roger and Linda Sandbrook of 
Britain, who said they have vi- 
sited India more than 30 times, 
acknowledged that the hassles 
from taxi drivers and touts have 
increased over the years. But that 
doesn't stop them. 

“The timelessness of India is 
really attractive,” Mrs. Sand- 
brook said. “In the West, things 
and people change too quickly.

Save your energy

Tyson adds another title to heavyweight crown

LASVEGAS (R) — Mike Tyson 
.chased James “Bonecrusher” 
Smith around the ring for 12 
rounds before winning a unani- 
mous points decision to add the 
World Boxing Association 
(WBA) heavyweight tide to his 
World Boxing Council (WBC) 
crown. 

Smith appeared as if all he 
wanted was to last the distance. 
Smith held on to his fellow Amer- 
ican 
.referee 

States took a point away from 
Smith in the second round and 
again in the eight round for exces- 
sive holding. 

The only real action in the fight 
was in the closing seconds of the 
last round. Smith hit Tyson with a 
flurry of punches, which Tyson 
said later /“didn't bun me. They 
only took my legs away.” 

Tyson, at 20 the youngest 
heavyweight champion in history, 
opened the fight with a left hook, 
throwing punches from a 
•crouch; Tyson with a 28 cen- 
timetre*- disadvantage in reach 
had to get in dose to land pun- 
ches.

Smith, with a 1.93 metre to 1.80 
metre height advantage, would 
simply tie him up. That was the 
pattern for the entire fight. 

Tyson insisted after the fight 
; that he was not frustrated, but die 
young champion and Smith ex- 
changed words after the bell en- 
ded the first round and Tyson 
reached out and hit Smith with a 
left to the head. 

Tyson, who earned $1.5 milli on

for the fight, opened up a cut 
over Smith’s left eye in the 
second round. By that time some 
of the 14,000 fans — who paid up 
to $1,000 a seat in the outdoor 
arena — started booing. 

Smith earned a shot at Tyson 
and the million dollars he earned 
by stopping Tim Witherspoon in 
the first round last December to 
win the WBA title. Tyson cap- 
tured the WBC crown when he- 
stopped Trevor Berbick in the 


second round last November. 

This bout was to have been the 
penultimate confrontation in a 
heavyweight title unification 
series, with the winner to face 
American Michael Spinks for un- 
disputed possession of the world 
championship. 

Spinks was stripped of his In- 
ternational Boxing Federation 
crown for not making a manda- 
tory defence, leaving Tyson after 
Saturday night's fight the only

Smith was asked after the fight 
if all he had wanted was to 
survive. 

“Don’t you want to survive?” 
he replied. ”1 nailed him in the 
last round. Mike Tyson was a 
devastating left hook. He can 
punch, but he couldn’t knock out 
the Bonecrusher.”

Tyson had little chance to 
knock out Smith since the 33- 
year-old native of Magnolia.

Smith, whose record dropped 
to 19-6, further taunted Tyson at 
the end of the sixth round by 
pushing his glove in Tyson’s face 
after the bell. Tyson glowered at 
him. 

Smith landed a strong punch in f 
the 11th round but that was most- 
ly the result of Tyson running into 
a left hook. 

Tyson, who was unmarked af- 
ter the fight, said of Smith. “He 
wasn't in there to win, he was 
only there to survive." 

Tyson's trainer Kevin Rooney 
put it more bluntly: “Bonec- 
rusher just came to stink the joint 
out."

She 
won the 20 (^metres event in 
22.27 seconds, breaking the mark 
of 22.39 set in 1983 by Marita 
Koch, also of East Germany. The 


two compatriots share the out- 
door record at 21.71. 

Merlene Ottey-Page finished 
second in 22.66, followed by fel- 
low Jamaican teammate Grace 
Jackson at 23.21. 

Johnson lowered his previous 1 
worid best of 6.44 seconds in the 
60-metre sprint, a time he has run 
twice this year. 

The Canadian caused some an- 
xious moments when he crashed 
into a retaining wall after the 
race. He flipped over the barrier, 
but got up quickly and waved to 
the spectators

Developers threaten London’s soccer clubs

LONDON — London's soccer 
dubs are under threat — and for 
once the hooligan element of 
Fjiglish soccer's fans cannot be 
blamed. This time the enemy are 
men who wear suits and carry 
briefcases. 

Property developers, realising 
the potential of building luxury 
houses on prime sites occupied by 
soccer grounds, are casting their 
eye over several candidates. 

The targets are debt-ridden 
clubs, suffering from dwindling 
attendances and rising costs, who 
struggle for survival in the fierce- 
ly-competitive English football 
league. 

Fulham, Cbelsea, Queen’s 
Park Rangers (QPR), Wimble- 
don, Crystal Palace and Charlton • 
are all threatened by the soaring 
increases in the value of London 
property. 

In the last year alone, prices 
have risen by 50 per cent, provid- 
ing some directors with an almost 
irresistible temptation to sell out 
to the developers. 

David Buis trade, chairman of 
property company Marler 


Estates, is also chairman of Third 
Division Fulham. 

Mailer Estates owns 78 per 
cent of SB Properties which last 
month bought Queen's Park Ran- 
gers — dub, players and stadium. 
Marler also owns Stamford 
Bridge, Chelsea’s Stadium. When 
Bulstrode — dubbed “Bulldozer" 
by the fans opposed to his de- 
velopment ambitions — 
announced be planned to merge 
Fulham and Queen's Park Ran- 
gers dubs, locate the new dub at 
Rangers' Loftus Road and de- 
velop Fulham's ground at Craven 
Cottage for luxury bousing, he 
met violent opposition. 

He already has planning per- 
mission to build 99 houses, 121 
iffals and 16,000 square feet 
(1500 square metres) of office 
space on Chelsea’s site at Stam- 
ford Bridge and, as a result, 
Chelsea’s future, when its lease 
expires in August 1989, looks 
bleak. 

Remarkably, Marler paid only 
£2.2 million ($3.5 million) for 
Stamford Bridge in 1983. When 
developed it should be worth 
more than £50 million ($78.5 mil- 
lion). 

If planning permission is 


granted for the development of 
nearby Craven Cottage, Marler 
could make a profit of more than 
£100 million sterling ($157 mil- 
lion) on the two prime sites which 
occupy nine hectares of fashion- 
able west London. 

In purchasing all three London 
club grounds, Marler and its sub- 
sidiary SB Properties has spent 
only £16.7 million ($26 million). 

The fans reacted angrily in 
defence of the individuality of 
their dubs. “We are not the 
hooligans. The real hooligans are 
in the boardroom,” said Craig 
Brewin, chairman of the London 
branch of the Football Suppor- 
ters’ Assodation. 

Days of protest by thousands of 
supporters finally stopped Bul- 
strode merging Fulham with 
QPR, but the reprieved Third 
Division dub’s future rem ains 
threatened. 

Bulstrode hopes to go ahead 
with redevelopment of the 
ground and has been meeting 
possible buyers of the dub's title 
and players in the last few days. 

Meanwhile, First Division 
Wimbledon have been consider- 
ing a merger with Second Divi- 
sion Crystal Palace — an arrange- 


ment which would have allowed 
Wimbledon to develop its 
cramped Plough Lane ground, 
pay off debts of £844,000 (S1.32 
mUlion) and, it was hoped, retain 
a Fast Division place. 

But Crystal Palace supporters 
voted against the proposal by a 90. 
per cent majority and dub chair- 
man Ron Noades decided to -- 
abandon the scheme. v 

The palace Stadium already 
accommodates a supermarket 
and is also the home of another 
First Division club, Charlton 
Athletic. Much to the chagrin of 
its own fans, Charlton moved out 
of its traditional home in south- v 
east London last season and 
pioneered the first ground-shar- 
ing scheme in the capital. 

With four out of five clubs in 
the 92-strong football league 
threatened by debt, according to 
Tony Kershaw, chairman of the 
National Federation of Football 
Supporters' Clubs, it is little sur- 
■ prise that mergers and ground- 
sharing schemes are proving so 
popular — and London's soccer - 
clubs are facing such an uncertain . 
future.

boost Omani investment in Egypt and to promote trade between 
the two countries. Following the talks Saturday, Mr. Macki 
referred to the “excellent political relations” between Oman and 
Egypt, and said both rides agreed to try to increase trade and 
other economic links.

Jordan Investment and Finance 
Corporation boasts high progress 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan In- 
vestment and Finance Corpora- 
tion (JIFC) increased its net pro- 
fit at the end of last year by 44 per 
cent. The corporation also 
boosted its assets/liabilities from 
JD 37.6 million at the end of 
December 1985 to JD 44.9 mil- 
lion at the end of December 1986, 
thus scoring a growth rate of 19.5 
per cent. 

According to JIFC’s 1986 
annual report, the net profit 
amounted to JD 1.1 million, 
more than double the 1984 figure 
but JD 400.000 higher than the 
profit posted at the end of 1985. 

Crting statistics from the Cen- 
tral Bank of Jordan (CBJ) as of 
Nov. 30,1986, JIFC boasted a 
19.98 per cent share of the com- 
bined assets of all the financial 
companies. The share would have 
been 21 .20 per cent if commercial 
bank- deposits and loans were 
excluded from the combined 
overall portfolios of all financial 


institutions, JIFC added. * 

The corporation noted that its 
assets had grown bv 18. 1 per cent. 


during 1986, compared to 8.2 per 
cent for all other finanrial com- 
panies. Yet, when deposits and 
loans of commercial banks are 
excluded, the JIFC report noted 
that growth rate in assets climbs 
to 25 per cent compared to 3.5 
per cent for other competitors. 

JIFC detailed its performance 
and achievements by expanding 
and analysing each item and 
category of its portfolio. Howev- 
er, for simplicity, the following 
are the major items that appeared 
in JIFC’s balance sheet, and pro- 
fit and less statement: 

1 a) Development bonds, treas- 
ury bills and other debentures 
plus various investments in shares 
and bonds totalled JD 4.3 million. 
< b) Cash in hand, at banks and 
other financial institutions' 
amounted to JD 21.4 milli on.

'd) Deposits placed by banks 
and financial institutions with 
JIFC totalled JD 12.8 million, 
while public deposits in local and' 
foreign currencies totalled JD 
21.6 million.

■f) Capital and reserves 
amounted to JD 5.3 millio n 

g) Off-balance-sheet hems (let- 
ters of credit, guarantees,, loans 
and acceptances) amounted to JD

Tbe profit and loss statement 
highlighted earnings of JD 4.3 
million and JD 3.2 million in 
expenditures, leaving the net pro- 
fit of JD 1.1 million. 

JIFC will distribute JD 300,000 
in dividends to shareholders 
while the remaining sum w£U be 
allocated to various reserves. 


OPEC to maintain output ceiling 


LAGOS (R) — OPEC President 
Rilwanu Lukman has said the 
organisation would continue to 
maintain the 15.8 million b/d ceil- 
ing set last December although he 
estimated current demand for 
OPEC oil at 17.1 million b/d. 

Mr. Lukman, who is also Nige- 
rian oil minister, said on arrival at 
the weekend from an official visit 
to Jamaica that the 15.8 million 
.b/d cefling was carefully worked 
out and OPEC might not consid- 
er a reduction in the immediate 
future. 

The cefling, which covers the 
first half of 1987, initially drove 
prices up to the $18 a band 
target set by OPEC. But these 
fell sharply early last week be- 


cause of over-supply which 
OPEC ministers have blamed on 
heavy drawdown on stock by 
non-OPEC producers. 

Mr. Lukman said OPEC minis- 
ters might not find it necessary to 
meet over oil pricing before the 
regular ministerial meeting in 
Vienna in June. A meeting of the 
minis terial committee on price 
differentials originally fixed for 
last week has been postponed 
indefinitely. 

The OPEC president said the. 
group's output last month, when 
its new fixed pricing policy came 
into effect, fell below the 15.8 
million h/d level, but he oon.- 
finned that Duabi, a unit of 
OPEC-member United Arab 


Emirates (UAE), exceeded its 
individual quota. 

The UAE as a whole had 
agreed to cut its total output by 
20,000 b/d and promised to comp- 
ly with its OPEC quota of 902,000 
h/d for the first half of 1987, Mr. 

T Jilrman said. 

He said Nigeria foiled to pro- 
duce up to its OPEC quota of 
1.238 b/d last month ana put the' 
shortfall at about 75,000 b/d. 

Mr. I-iikman gave no reason 
for the shortfall but analysts have 
said at its OPEC fixed price of 
$18.92 a barrel, Nigeria’s pre- 
mium Bonny Light is uncompeti- 
tive with similar grades from the 
North Sea. 


Sharp cuts in network news cause 
uproar and strike calls in U.S. 


NEW YORK (R) — The big 
three of U.S. television are mak- 
ing unprecedented cuts in then- 
flagship news divisions, their 
hands forced by a declining share 
of the market and a new manage- 
ment strategy that makes higher 
stock prices a key goaL 

The focus of.tfae battle is CBS, 
where the- fourth round of staff ; 
cuts — the most severe. yet — is . 
coinciding with a strike by its 
newswriteis, researchers, graphic 
artists and newsroom clerics. 

The two events have prompted 
a call for a Monday walk-out by 
all of the division’s employees. 
Many CBS news workers, whfl<^ 
supporting the aims of such a 
move, say they are too scared to 
join in. 

CBS says 200 of its 1,200 em- 
ployees will be fired in the cuts, 
which are aimed at shaving $30 
milli on off the $300 million 
an nu al budget for tbe news divi- 
sion. 

“A tidal wave of budget cuts, 
wholesale firings and journalistic 
retrenchment is about to crest 
over -CBS news,” a group calling 
itself “tbe people of CBS news” 
said in a statement urging the 


Monday walk-out. 

Statements from CBS news 
President Howard Stringer are 
not much more encouraging for 
employees. “There will be 
layoffs. They will be painful no 
one at CBS news is idle, so we 
cannot pretend that the news 
division will be unaffected,” he 
.said, in a statement to staff, last 
Wednesday. . 

One problem faced by the net- 
work news operations is that 
many people, apparently In- 
cluding recently installed CBS 
chief executive Laurence Tisch, 
do not see how an operation that 
spends most of its time preparing 
one TV nepracast a day can need 
1,200 employees and-$300 million 
each year. 

CBS insiders say part of the 
reason for tbe high cost is the 
increased emphasis within the di- 
vision on the television evening 
news broadcast. 

As the shew became pore im- 
portant as a ratings attraction and 
lead-in to the night's entertain- 
ment shows, it developed its own 
large newsgathering staff. The 
show, which has six to seven 
major reports each night, has 34 


producers, in addition to the 
technical support and bureau per- 
sonnel. 

The concentration on the even- 
ing news is hardly surprising . Its 
Nielsen rating of 13 points, equal 
to around 10 million households, 
is six times the current rating for 
the CBS morning news. Its adver- 
tising rates are, therefore, much 
higher. 

But while evening news grew, 
the overall news operations 
shrank at a slower rate. In addi- 
tion, there was a reluctance to 
fire senior employees as palace 
coups and office politics brought 
in new people. 

Everything changed last ye*r as 
all three networks found they h^d 
new owners, with widely different 
ideas on how to run a major 
broadcasting company. 

The networks have also had to 
face a slump in advertising de- 
mand. The television audience 
has defected from the networks 
■to cable, independent stations 
and home video films. The net- 
works' share of tbe prime time 
audience has shrunk from 90 per 
cent in tbe 1970s to less than 76 
per cent last year. 


Kuwait cuts interest rates 


KUWAIT (R) — Kuwait’s central bank cut key 
money market and general lending interest rates 
Sunday in a move which its governor said was 
deigned to add more flexibility to interest rate 
policy and boost the oil-reliant economy. 


It also scrapped a 10-year-old 
ceiling of 10 per cent on rates 
banks may charge customers for 
loans. It introduced a 7.5 per cent 
ceiling for loans of up to one-year 
and a floating rate system tied to 
local interbank market quotes for 
longer loans. 

These are expected to be deter- 
mined largely by the central 
bank's key money market in- 
tervention quote, winch it re- 
duced by one half of a percentage 
point. 

As a result of this cot, it is now 
prepared to pay six per cent for 
one-week to one-year foods 
placed with it by institutions 
operating in the interbank market 
and to charge 6 Vi per cent to 
borrowers in the market. 

“We want to have a very flexi- 
ble interest rate system. It was so 
rigid before,” Central Bank Gov- 
ernor Salem Abdul Aziz A1 
Sabah told Reuters. 

“We want more encourage- 
ment for longer term loans than 
before, more control by the cen- 
tral bank in the interbank market 


and to revive economic activity 
and ensure confidence,” he 
added. 

Interest rates on Kuwaiti dinar 
deposits fell in reSponsc to the 
move, broadly matching the cen- 
tral bank’s cuts in its rates. 

Kuwait's economy has been 
buffetted by last year’s foil in oil 
prices and the authorities are 
pushing a major debt reschedul- 
ing programme id the latest effort 
to sort out a debt crisis caused by 
a 1982 stock market crash. 

The bVt year-old Iran-Iraq war 
has also undermined investment 
confidence in the economy, 
which banking sources say shrank 
by around eight per cent in 1985 
and double that last year. 

Under the new interest rate 
structure, loans of up to one year 
for what is viewed as productive 
activity, such as industry or trade, 
wifi, be charged at no more than 
what bankets call an “incentive” 
ceiling of six per cent. 

Loans to non-residents, such as 
those which bankers say are 
sometimes made by local banks 


to foreign contractors, are ex- 
empted from the change. 

Interest charges on these loans 
will continue to be fixed between, 
the parties concerned, banking 
sources said. 

Tbe central bank launched a 
fresh drive last September to 
dear up the debt fallout from the 
1982 stock market crash, which 
followed a speculative forward 
trading boom and left post-dated 
cheques worth around $95 billion 
in default. 

Much of the debt had already 
been watered down and complex 
plans were drawn up to encour- 
age settlements, but big sums are 
still owed. 

Banking sources estimate that 
a quarter to a third of tbe 4.3 
billion dinars ($15.5 billion) out- 
standing credit by local banks 
may consist of bad or doubtful 
loans. 

The new debt-settlement 
scheme directed banks to resche- 
dule "difficult” debts over 
periods of 10 to 15 years, depend- 
ing on whether debtors had regu- 
lar cash flows or not. 

To ease the burden on the 
banks, the government guaran- 
teed interests of their sharehol- 
ders and depositors. 


Saudi auto plants seek help 


RIYADH (AP) — Production at 
Saudi Arabia's two mam ante 
factories has slowed down and 
both are seeking government 
help, Saudi Arabia’s Arab News 
daily reported Saturday-. 

Managers at both companies 
called far a higher tariff cm im- 
ported buses and trucks than the.

Jeddah’s National Automobile *

Riyadh’s A1 Jomaih bus plant, 
wholly owned by Saadi Arabia's 
A1 Jomaih Group, also reported 
dedining sales, the Arab News 
said. 


The plant, which builds school- 
buses with engines from Amer- 
ica's General Motors Corp., has a 
capacity of 1,200 vehicles a year 
but currently is only producing

36 people killed in 
Venezuelan bus crash 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — 
Thirty-six people were burned to 
death and -.another 17 seriously 
injured when a bus overturned 
and canght fire outside Caracas, a 
police commissioner said. 

The bus canying 55 passengers 
from Caracas to the western city 
of Barquisimeto hit a highway 
barrier after a front tire ex- 
ploded, commissioner Jose Arias 
Palma told the Associated Press 
Saturday. 

The accident occurred shortly 
after midnight (04:40 GMT) near 
La Victoria, 30 miles ' (50 
kilometres) west of Caracas. 

The driver of the bus, Rafael 
Eduardo Perez, who got off with 


slight injuries, will be charged 
with reckless driving and man- 
slaughter, he said. 

“He was driving way beyond 
the speed limit... that’s why he 
lost control of the bus and that’s 
why the accident is so serious,” 
Arias Palma said. 

“That is hell. The bodies are 
burned beyond recognition,” 
police officer Antonio Bernal 
told television networks. 
“Apparently the bus was carrying 
gasoline in one of the luggage 
compartments, which added to 
the fire and die tragedy.” 

The accident is the worst on 
Venezuelan roads in recent years. 


At least 18 killed in 
Ecuador earthquake 


QUITO (R) — The death toll has 
risen to 18 in the earthquake 
which paralysed oil production in 
Ecuador and forced the OPEC 
member nation to impose fuel 
conservation. 

Rescue workers digging 
through mud Saturday found the 
bodies of 10 passengers trapped 
in a bus under a landslide caused 
by the quake on Thursday, 
Health Minister Jorge B racbo 
said. 

He told Renters the bodies 
were found in the village of Re- 
ventador, near the quake 
epicentre at the volcano of the 
same name 90 kilometres east of 
Quito. 

The quake, registering six on 
the 12-point international Mer- 


calli Scale, killed eight other peo- 
ple in four towns in north eastern 
Ecuador, Mr. Bracho said. 

Most died when their adobe 
hots collapsed. He said the real 
death toll might never be known 
because other bodies could be 
hidden in the rubble of destroyed 
homes. 

Mr. Bracho said army helicop- 
ters Saturday evacuated at least 
350 jungle villagers stranded by 
mudslides. Many bad set fires to 
attract the attention of aircraft.* 

The earthquake halted oil pro- 
duction and exports because of 
damage to about 40 kilometres of 
the main pipeline linking Ama- 
zon basin oil fields to the Pacific 
coast. Energy and Mines Minister 
Javier Espinosa said. 


U.S. rocket explodes 
after launch in Alaska 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
small suborbital rocket carrying 
an experiment into the upper 
atmosphere exploded shortly af- 
ter takeoff from a launch site in 
Alaska, U.S. space agency offi- 
cials have said. 

The mission failed when a 
black Brandt X rocket blew up 
about 10 seconds after ignition of 
the second stage, said Goddard 
Space Centre news chief Jim 
Elliott. The explosion came ab- 


out 22 seconds after liftoff from a 
research range operated by the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA). 

Joyce Milliner, pnbhc affairs 
officer for the space agency’s 
Wallops flight facility in nearby 
Virginia, said the 300-pound 
(135-kg) payload of the rocket 
was intended to study particles 
and energy fields associated with 
the Aurora Borealis, or north- 
ern lights.

A report by the International 
Maritime Organisation in 1984- 
said more ferries of this type were 
lost in accidents than ships with 
deck areas divided by vertical 
bulkheads. 

“This means that a relatively 
minor accident, such as a truck 
toppling over as a result of defec- 
tive lashing, can escalate rapidly 
to something much more serious. 
Such shifts can cause severe sta- 
bility problems for the ship,” the 
report said. 

Townsend Thoresen, owners of 
the capsized ferry, said its vessels 
were safe and there was nothing 
wrong with their design. 

“We have no idea how this 
disaster could have happened. 
We are completely puzzled about 
its cause,” a spokesman said. 

Meanwhile a net was secured 
over the ga p in g bow doors of the 


capsized ferry Sunday to prevent 
any dangerous cargo escaping af- 
ter two drums were seen drifting 
in the sea, port officials said. 

The safely move followed ear- 
lier fears that the vessel was 
carrying dangerous chemicals. 

There was no immediate word 
on what the recovered drums 
contained but Belgian Transport 
Minister Herman De Croo said 
Saturday his government was 
concerned that dangerous che- 
micals might have been on board. 

Commenting on a report by the 
Belgian News Agency Belga that 
two lorries were on board car- 
rying 111 drums of cyanide-based 
chemicals, the minis ter said most 
such ferries would be carrying 
some dangerous chemicals. 

‘The matter is being kept 
under surveillance but we are 
convinced there is no danger,” he 
said.

Haig calls for ‘president

T think the I ranian crisis has 
probably enhanced the sensitivity 
of the American electorate to the 
’need in ’88 for a president of 
experience, more hands-on man- 
agement style and, above all, 
experience, abroad,” Gen. Haig 
said Saturday. 


Deng says hearing problem 
shows he should retire 


PEKING (AP) — Top Chinese 
leader Deng Xiaoping said Sun- 
day his. hearing problems indicate 
it’s time for him to retire. 

While visiting with Tanzanian 
President AH Hassan Mwinyi, the 
82-year-old Deng, explained that 
his hearing is bad hi one ear. 

“This shows that it is time that 
I should retire," said Mr. Deng, 
chuckling. He asked- about 
Tanzanian Revolutionary Party 
chairman Julius Nycrere and 
asked Mr. Mwinyi to convey re- 
gards to Mr. Nyerere. 

“I am pleased to find you in 
good health after two years,” said 
Mr. Mwinyi, who visited China in 
1985 but is making his first trip as 
Tanzania’s president. 

“Me7 I'm so-so," Mr. Deng 
said. “Except for my ear, I have 
no other big health problems.” 

Mr. Deng, who appeared fit 
and jovial, said: “I will soon be 83 
years old. As the Chinese legend 
goes, the most difficult time to 
pass is 73 years old and 84 years 
old.” 

When Mr. Mwinyi said he had 
no doubt that Mr. Deng would 
Hve to be 100, the Chinese leader 
replied, “I have said many times I 
want to live up to the year 1997. 
It is my wish and by them I will be 
93 years old. I want to go see 


Hong Kong then.” 

Hong Kong is scheduled to 
revert to Chinese control in 1997 
when the British lease on the 
colony runs out. China has prom- 
ised that Hong Kong can keep its 
capitalist system for 50 years after 
the takeover, but a recent wave of 
political conservation has cansed 
concern among Hong Kong resi- 
dents about 'their future under 
Communist role. 

There also has been specula- 
tion that Mr. Deng’s power and 
his ambitious market-force eco- 
nomic reform programme may 
have been weakened by the new 
political trend, a backlash against 
pro-democracy student demon- 
strations in December and 
January. 

Hu Yaobang, a top proponent 
of the reforms, was ousted from 
his post as Communist Party 
general secretary by other party 
leaders for not taking a former 
stand against the student demon- 
strators. • 

China's leaders have repeated- 
ly assured foreign visitors that the 
ouster of Mr. Hu will not affect 
China's reforms, its open-door 
policy or policy on Hong Kong. 

Mr. Deng said last year that be 
wanted to retire, but die party did 
not want him to quit. 


Nine political activists 
hurt in Pakistan clash 


KARACHI (R) — At least nine 
demonstrators were wounded in a 
dash between two groups in 
Pakistan's largest dty Karachi, 
police said Sunday. 

They said supporters of the 
Muslim fundamentalist Jamaat-I- 
Islami Party and of the immigrant 
rights organisation Mohajir 
Qaumi Movement (MQM) bat- 
tled with knives, iron bars and 
staves Saturday night. Police- 
fired shotguns and tear gas to 
disperse the groups. 

The clash .broke out before a 
meeting due to be addressed by 


Karachi's former mayor, Abdus 
Sattar Afghani. The mayor was 
arrested for demonstrating in 
front of the Sind provincial 
assembly last month and dismis- 
sed from his post. He was later 
released. 

Witnesses said six people were 
detained by police for rioting 
Saturday night. Police have not 
confirmed the arrests. 

The Jamaat supports President 
Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq’s poli- 
cies while the MQM opposes 
them. 


Pakistan seeks stronger 
defence ‘to maintain peace’ 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) — 
Prime Minister Mohammad Khan 
Junejo has said that Pakistan 
must bolster its defences to main- 
tain peace in the region. 

“we do not have aggressive 
designs against anybody, but at 
the same time we are not obli- 
vious to the fact that a strong 
defence capability is a sure 
guarantee for peace,'* Mr. Junejo 


said during an inauguration cere- 
mony for the country’s first rock- 
et propellant plant. 

Built at Havelian, 48 
kilometres north of Islamabad, 
the factory was constructed by 
the Chinese.

Contras claim shooting down 
Nicaraguan helicopter 


MIAMI (R) — Nicaraguan rebels 
shot down a Soviet-made 
armoured helicopter that was 
attacking them in north eastern 
Nicaragua, a rebel spokesman 
has said. 

Jorge Rosales, spokesman for 
rebel umbrella group United 
Nicaraguan Opposition (UNO), 
said Saturday the troops used a 


ground-to-air missile to destroy 
the Nicaraguan government’s 
MI-24 helicopter on Thursday 
near Puerto Viejo, about 200 
kilometres north east of Man- 
agua. 

There were no survivors from 
the downed craft and no report of 
the number of crew members 
killed, Mr. Rosales said. 


Aquino predicts defeat 
for Communist rebels 



The retired army general said 
at a news conference that be 
would announce by March 24 
whether he will seek the Republi- 
can Party nomination. 

‘Tm leaning in the direction of 
entering the race and very strong- 
ly,’ said Gen. Haig, who was 
secretary of state during Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan’s first term. 

He also was chief of staff under' 
President Richard Nixon and a 
former military head of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation. 


MANILA (Agencies) — Presi- 
dent Corazon Aquino, taking a 
tough line against Co mmunis t re- 
bels, Sunday denounced the guer- 
rillas as “stubborn” and said they 
were beading for a bitter defeat. 

Apparently incensed by an 
escalation of guerrilla attacks that 
followed a breakdown of peace 
talks, she warned that “those who 
misread the national will and 
overestimated their public sup- 
port will fall by the wayside.” 

“That was the bitter lesson 
history has taught the past regime 
and the mavericks of the recent 
past,” Mrs. Aquino said, refer- 
ring to ousted ruler Ferdinand 
Marcos and army officers in- 
volved in three coup attempts 
against her. 

“That, too, is the reality that 
confronts a stubborn Co mmunis t 
insurgency that has yet to know 
that it has already lost its heart 
and soul, that is, the hopes and 
trust of the people.” 

Mrs. Aquino is trying to unite 
the military behind her year-old 
government She was speaking to 
a luncheon of 400 artillery offic- 
ers at a suburban army camp. 

The officers presented her with 
a written promise to support her 
and gave her a two-foot-long 
artillery shell caring to keep tbe 
document in. 

Military reports said about 270 
people — many of them civilians 
— have been killed in an average 
of eight daily dashes across the 
country since peace negotiations 
and a 60-day ceasefire ended last 
month. 

Mrs. Aquino said the “people’s 
power*' uprising that ended Mar- 
cos’s rule and thrust her into the 
presidency “is here to stay. 
Democracy will endure and we 


can only move forward. What is 
needed only is to move in step.” 

She told the military it must 
remain obedient to civilian ride. 

“The aimed forces, regardless 
of factions that existed before the 
(February 1986) revolution, are 
now seen as one armed force — 
that is how die people want to see 
it: Army and people as one under 
this government” 

.The rebels have also hardened 
die rhetoric of their attacks on 
Mrs. Aquino and the mili tary. 

Last week, the outlawed Phi- 
lippine Co mmunis t Party accused 
the government of seeking in- 
creased U.S. aid and tolerating 
alleged military massacres of civi- 
lians while “affecting a posture of 
liberalism.” 

In a separate development 
Mis. Aquino’s 24 hand-picked 
senate candidates formally launch 
their joint campaign Monday 
with a rally in tbe provincial 
stronghold of Vice President Sal- 
vador Laurel. 

The 24 candidates, nominated, 
by the Lakes Ng Bansa (people 
power) coalition, will appear at 
an afternoon rally Batangas, 
marking the start of the campaign. 
for May 11 congressional elec- 
tions. 

The Commission on Elections 
sard prospective candidates have 
until midnight Sunday (1600 
GMT) to file for the senate race. 
Candidates for the House of Rep- 
resentatives have until midnig ht 
March 23 to file. 

Eight of the senate nominees 
hold cabinet rank. Mis. Aquino 
has required government officials 
to resign in order to run in the 
election, and she is expected to 
swear-in replacement cabinet 
members Monday. 


Costa Rican president 
accuses North of lying 


SAN JOSE (R) — President 
Oscar Arias has accused fired 
White House aide Oliver North 
of lying about alleged threats to 
withola U.S. aid if Costa Rica 
revealed the existence of a secret 
airstrip for resupplying Nicara- 
guan rebels. 

“Mr. North should dear up 
that misunderstanding or the 
reasons that led him to make 
affir mations that are removed 
from the truth," Mr. Arias said in 
a statement Saturday nigh t! 

The Tower Commission, which 
investigated the Iran arms scan- 
dal, said die aide, lieutenant 
Colonal Oliver North, threatened 
Mr. Arias with a cutoff of $80 
million in U.S. economic assist- 
ance if be disclosed that the air- 
strip was being used to drop 
supplies to the rebels, known as 
contras. 

The White House-appointed 
commission’s report quotes Col. 
North as saying the idea of thre- 
atening Mr. Anas was suggested 
by Assistant Secretary of State 
Elliott Abrams, tbe Reagan 
administration's senior adviser on 
Latin America, and Lewis 
Tambs, the former U.S. ambassa- 
dor to Costa Rica. 

Mr. Abrams said Friday that 


no threats were ever made and 
that he '/as convinced Col. North 
never spoke to Mr. Arias. 

Mr. Abrams acknowledged, 
however, that the United States, 
through Mr. Tambs, asked Mr. 
Arias not to publicise existence of 
the airstrip and that it had beed 
used to support the contras. 

Mr. Arias said U.S. officials 
had met with authorities; of his 
government, “with the purpose 
of persuading it to modify its 
position of neutrality.” He made 
no specific reference to Mr. 
Tamhs. 

This was not accepted, Mr. 
Arias said, adding that the talks 
with U.S. officials were “never 
accompanied by direct or veiled 
threats.” 

Use of the airstrip for contra 
activities ended as soon as Mr. 
Arias took office 10 months ago, 
Mr. Abrams said. 

Costa Rica, which has no 
standing army, professes neutral- 
ity in all regional conflicts includ- 
ing the U.S.-backed guerrilla war 
in neighboaring Nicaragua. 

In a memo last September Col. 
North said he had gone “well 
beyond my charter” by having 
threatened -Mr. Arias with a 
cutoff of U.S. aid. 


S. Korean dies from injuries 
after setting hims elf on fire 


SEOUL, South Korea ( AP) — A 
young man who set himself on 
fire in an apparent anti-govern- 
ment protest has died, hospital 
authorities said Sunday. 

The 25-year-old college drop- 
out had been in a critical condi- 
tion with serious barns at Seoul's 
Korea Hospital after he poured 
gasoline on bis body Friday near 
the Sejong Cultural Centre. 

Before taking the action, he 
was said to have shouted what 
witnesses said were anti -govern- 
ment slogans. The man was iden- 
tified as Pyo Jung-Doo, who had 
lived near the southern city of 
Kwangju, the scene of bloody 
anti-government rioting in 1980. 

South Korea’s rival political 


camps have been in a bitter battle 
over how the nation’s constitu- 
tion should be revised alien Pres- 
ident Chun Doo-Hwan steps 
down in February 1988. 

Mr. Chun’s ruling party has 
been advocating changes to a 
parliamentary form of govern- 
ment, in which the majority party 
chooses the chief executive. Tbe 
opposition wants direct presiden- 
tial elections. 

It was the first self-immolation 
this year. There were several 
cases last year in which dissident 
students and other young people 
set themselves on fire to drama- 
tise their opposition to the Chun 
government. 


Threats against U.S. officials in 
Miami spark tight security 


MIAMI (R) — Federal drug au- 
thorities have received assassina- 
tion threats against three top 
U.S. officials here from suspected 
Colombian cocaine smugglers, 
prompting tightened security at 
government buildings, police has 
said. 

The threats targe tted Leon 
Kellner, U.S. prosecutor for the 
southern district of Florida, along 
with an unnamed federal judge 
and a Drug Enforcement Admi- 
nistration agent, according to 
senior Miami police officials, who 
spoke Saturday on condition of 
anonymity. 

The threats come at a time 
when several major drug traffick- 
ing trials are under way at the 
federal courthouse in Miami. 

A squad of U.S. marshals, a 
heavily armed police SWAT team 
and federal drag agents were 
stationed' in and around the 
cotmrthoiise Friday in a show of 


force. 

Law-enforcement contingents 
were also beefed up at the build- 
ing that houses the U.S. prosecu- 
tor’s office several blocks away. 
No incidents were reported at 
either ate. 

The police sources said teams 
had been assigned over the 
weekend to protect the homes 
and families of the officials. 

Ana Barnett, a spokeswoman 
for the U.S. prosecutor’s office, 
confirmed that special security 
measures were in effect, but she 
declined to comment on the- 
alleged death threats. 1 

“Security is more than usual, 
but that’s all we will say,” she 
said. 

Based on tip from an informant 
in Colombia, federal drug author- 
ities confirmed that the assassina- 
tion threats were made by sus- 
pected Colombian cocaine smug- 
glers, police sources said.

The Society for the Protection 
of Animals says. at least 16,000 of them are likely to be 
slaughtered in the month-tong run-up to elections on April 6. 
Goat meat, rice and mint tea is the traditional fare when the 
candidates host prospective voters. The society has now urged 
them to spare the bearded ruminants and restrict their hospitality 
to just the tea. 


Parachutist drops in for a visit 

TEL AVIV (R) — An Israeli family had an unexpected weekend 
visitor drop in — a 64-year-old parachutist who landed on their 
fourth-floor balcony. Jerry Reinov was making bis ninth free-fall 
jump over a Tel Aviv beach when his parachute failed to open 
fuBy and winds blew him inland. “Then a miracle happened,” he 
told reporters. “My parachute lines caught hold on the edge of an 
apartment house roof, breaking my fall." The parachutist, 
swinging along the side of the building, grabbed hold of a 
fourth-floor balcony railing and was pulled to safety. “We told 
him we did not mind his unexpected visit but next time he should 
try to use the door,” said Ariela Ofek. 

Woman starts solo bid to North Pole 


WARD HUNT ISLAND, Canada (R) — American Pam Floweis 
set out with a sled and eight dogs on a journey she hopes will 
make her the first lone woman to reach the North Pole by land. 
Flowers, 40, told reporters before leaving that she expected the 
trip to fair* 60 to 70 days. She will make daily radio contact, if 
conditions permit, with base camp at Resolute, a weather station - 
and far-north airport in Canada. Flowers must complete her trek 
by mid-May at the latest because the 24-hour Arctic sun. which 
conies with the Vernal Equinox in mid-March, will make the ice 
too broken and mushy to traverse beyond that date. Straight-line 
Hictanm- from her starting point to the pole is 750 kilometres, but 
Flowers expects she will travel at least 1 ,600 kilometres as she 
detours around obstacles such as ice-pressure ridges as high as 15 
metres as well as open water. 


Monkey runs amok after boys kill baby 


DHAKA (R) — A monkey whose new-born baby was stoned to 
death by a gang of boys savaged nearly 70 people — mostly 
schoolchildren — at Narayanganj in the past week, police 
said. Doctors at a hospital in the industrial town near Dhaka said 
they treated at least 50 people for bites. Residents said the 
demented mother also ransacked kitchens and stole clothes left 
out to dry. 


Therese sweeps French film awards 

PARIS (R) — Therese, directed by Alain Cavalier, an intimate 
chronicle of a young girl’s decision to become a nun and dedicate 
her life to the Roman Catholic faith, was the runaway winner at 
the annual French film awards. Cavalier’s film swept six of the 
Golden “Cesar” Awards, modelled on Hollywood’s Oscars, 
including those for best film, best director and best script. 
Catherine Mouchet, who plays the role of the young nun, 
canonised after her death as Saint Therese of Lisieux. won the 
award for the best female newcomer. The film also won the 
Cesais for best editing and best photography. Other winners 
included Sabine Azema for best actress in Alain Resnais's Meto 
and Daniel Auteuil for best actor in Jean de Florette, the French 
cinema’s biggest 1986 box-office hit. American jazz musician 
Herbie Hancock was honoured for the best musical score for 
Around Midnight directed by Bernard Tavernier. The award for 
the best foreign film went to a Frenchman — Jean-Jacques 
Ann and for the Name of the Rose. Its star Sean Connery presided 
over the ceremony with French actress Jeanne Moreau.
